Resolution I - ADMISSION OF NEW MEMBERS TO THE UNITED NATIONS 
(Adopted Unanimously) 


World Federation of United Nations Associations 


RECALLING the resolution adopted by the Third Plenary Assembly 
of the Federation concerning the admission of new members to the 
United Nations, 


NOTING that the admission of twelve countries which have applied 
for membership in the Organization has been repeatedly delayed owing 
to the opposition of one or another group of powers in the Security 
Council and that most of these countries have been awaiting admission 
for over two years, 


NOTING that in the view of the Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, expressed in his report to the Fourth General Assembly, all 
these applicants can reasonably be considered as meeting the require- 
ments of membership and, | 


BELIEVING that the authority of the United Nations would be in- 
creased by their admission, 


ASKS that in the future only ojective criteria should be taken 
into consideration, that is the willingness and ability of the candi- 
. date State to fulfil the obligations defined in the Charter, 


EXPRESSES the hope that the Security Couneil will find itself in 
& position to recommend to the Fourth General Assembly of the United 
Nations the admission of Albania, Austria, Bulgaria, Ceylon, Finland, 
Hungary, Ireland, Italy, Jordan, Mongolian People's Republic, Portugal 
and Roumania to membership of the United Nations, 


INSTRUCTS the Secretary-General of World Federation of United 
Nations Associations to bring this resolution to the attention of the 
United Nations and, 


REQUESTS its Member Associations to urge their respective govern- 
ments to instruct their delegates to the United Nations to support the 
policy outlined above,

Resolution III - IMPLEMENTATION OF ARTICLE 43 
(Adopted Unanimously) 


World Federation of United Nations Associations 


AWARE that four years have passed since the establishment of the 
United Nations and yet there has been no implementation of Article 43 
of the Charter which provides for the setting up of United Nations 
armed forces, any more than there has been progress towards agreement 
in the connected matters of disarmament and the use of atomic energy. 

1. URGES the Members of the United Nations, the Security 

Council and the Military Staff Committee to carry out the 
terms of Article 43, 

2. ASKS that the public opinion of the world should be regu- 

larly informed of the work of the Military Staff Comittee, 

3. ASKS its Members Associations, working either individually 

or in co-operation with other Associations, to prepare a 
report on this subject to be circulated at least thirty 
days before the next session of the Assembly of World

Your Excellency: 

I had the honor yesterday afternoon to submit for your 
information a cable received by the Jewish Agency in New York from 
pur Executive in Palestine, a copy of which I enclose, regarding the 
attack lamnched on the bloc of Jewish settlements at Kfar Etzion by 
the Arab Legion. Attention was also drawn in that message to the 
impending onslaught on the Jewish population of Palestine by the 
Arab Legion supported by Iraqi troops, now jointly under the command 
of King Abdullah of Trans jordan. 

Reports today indicate that Kfar Etzion has succumbed to 
the attacks of the Arab Legion and that Jewish casualties were heavy. 

It will be recalled in this connection that at the Two hundred 
and eighty-third meeting of the Security Council on Apr&l 16, 1948, Sir 
Alexander Cadogan stated, in response to a reference by Mr. Shertok to 
the danger which the presence of units of the Arab Legion constituted 
to the Jewish community in Palestine, that "we have already announced 
that the units of the Arab Legion in Palestine will be withdrawn before 
the Mandate comes to an end." 

I have the honor formally to request that there be placed on 
the Agenda of the Security Council the question of acts of aggression 
on the part of the Kingdom of Transjordan through the instrumentality 
of the Arab Legion, which is financed, equipped and officereû by Great 
Britain, on the basis of Anglo-Transjordan Treaties of 1946 and 1948,

Your Excellency: 





I had the honor yesterday afternoon to submit for your 
information a cable received by the Jewish Agency in New York 
from our Executive in Palestine, a copy of which I enclose, 
regarding the attack launched on the bloc of Jewish settlements 
at Kfar Etzion by the Arab Legion, Attention was also drawn in 
that message to the impending onslaught on the Jewish population 
of Palestine by the Arab Legion supported by Iraqi troops, now 
jointly under the command of King Abdullah of Transjoráan. 


Reports today indicate that Kfar Etzion has succumbed to 
the attacks of the Arab Legion and that Jewish casualties were 
heavy. 


It will be recalled in this connection that at the Two 
hundred and eighty-third meeting of the Security Council on 
April 16, 1948, Sir Alexander Cadogan stated, in response to a 
reference by Mr, Shertok to the danger which the presence of 
units of the Arab Legion constituted to the Jewish community in 
Palestine, that "we have already announced that the units of the 
Arab Legion in Palestine will be withdrawn before the Mandate 
comes to an end," 


I have the honor formally to request that there be placed 
on the Agenda of the Security Council the question of acts of 
ageression on the part of the Kingdom of Transjordan through the 
instrumentality of the Arab Legion, which is financed, equipped 
and officered by Great Britain, on the basis of Anglo-Transjordan 
Treaties of 1946 and 1948,

OBSERVATIONS ON GENERAL PRINCIPLES RUGARDING A TEMPORARY TRUSTEESHIP 
FOR PALESTINE FORMULATED BY THE UNITED STATES (APRIL 5, 1948) 





In discussing the United States proposal for a temporary trustee- 
ship, it is necessary to examine; 

A. The general applicability of the trusteeship system to 
Palestine; 

B, The particular circumstances in which it is proposed to 
institute a trusteeship at this time; 

С. The specific provisions for temporary trusteeship contained 
in the documént submitted by the United States to other 


members of the Security Council on April 5, 1948, 





Le It may be assumed that the authors of the Charter did not draft 
its trusteeship provisions with the purpose of prolonging foreign rule 
indefinitely over peoples inspired by a sense of maturity and an urgent 
desire for national freedom. Nor does the consenus of international 
opinion favor further tutelage for Palestine. 
2. It is significant that during the second reguler session of the 
General Assembly not a single voice was raised in favor of a solution in- 
volving any postponement of independence. In its report to the General

L. Moreover, the maturity of the population is not the only reason 
why the trusteeship provisions of the Charter are fincongruous in the con- 
text of a Palestine settlement, The basic objectives of the trusteeship 


system, as defined in Article 76 of the Charter are "to promote the politi- 





cal, economic, social and educational advancement of the à of 
trust territories and their progressive development towards self-government 
ог ілдетепдепсе.! Thus the trusteeship provisions of the Charter have no 
reference to the unique position of Palestine in history and law as a 
territory in which the interests of the present inhabitants are not the 
sole or even the predominant object of international concern. In contra- 
distinction to other Mandates in neighboring countries, the Palestine Man- 
date acknowledged rights in Palestine not only for the country's inhabitants, 
мі also for the Jewish people throughout the world. ` Indeed it has been 
established that "unquestionably the primary purpose of the Mandate аз 
expressed in the preamble and its articles is the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home."(*) Under Article 80 of the Charter, Jewish rights 
derived from the Mandate were preserved until such time as the Mendate was 
replaced by a new agreement. Later the General Assembly confirmed the 
validity of those rights and gave them formal expression through the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish State. Thus during three decades the special rights 
and interests of the Jewish people with regard to Palestine have three 
times been upheld through successive international instruments. No legal 
competence exists anywhere by which these rights can be annulled. It is 
quite inadmissible to brush them aside by assimilating Palestine to a 
political system in which they have no place. Yet such is the effect of 
basing the government of Palestine on the trusteeship provisions of the 
Cherter which acknowledge nothing but the interests of the country's 
present inhabitants as the guiding principle of administration. 

5. The sui generis character of Palestine arising from its unique 


historical associations and its special relation to the purposes of Jewish

national rehabilitation and freedom has been acknowledged on innumerable 
occasions by the United States through Presidential and Congressional state- 
ments. Indeed, its acceptance forms the cornerstone of the United States 
policy on Palestine as hitherto expressed. 

6. This distinction between Palestine and those neighbouring countries 
in which the advancement of the inhabitants was the paramount consideration

is completely obscur 1 if Palestine is torn out of its legal and histori- 
cal context and forced into the inappropriate framework of the trusteeship 
system. The special relation of Palestine to the Jewish people formally 
disappears if Palestine comes under the proposed trusteeship. But it will 
not disappear in actual fact. Palestine cannot be forced by an act of 
will to resemble Togoland or the Cameroons or the FRESE nor can 
it possibly respond to the processes and principles of government designed 
for those territories. The trusteeship provisions do not fit--and were 


never intended to fit—-the most distinctive historical, cultural or ethnic 


realities affecting Palestine. 





7. Palestine has been governed under a form of trusteeship (i.e. the 
British Mandate) for twenty-six years. eai dg cuf rium unter NEL. 
the British Mandate operated proved so intolerable to Jews, Arabs, British 
and American public opinion and the community of nations as a whole that 
the replacement of the Mandate by a form of immediate independence became 


the only common aspiration of all the parties concerned. The prospects of 


the new trusteeship cannot be unaffected by the discredit and unworkebility 


of the old. 
8, Those prospects would be particularly tragic if the trustëeship 


were built on or around British participation. British policy in the Near 
East is firmly wedded to the alliance with the Arab League, and has for

grounds, it must, by the very logic of Arab national sentiment be short- 
lived. 

9. In this atmosphere it would be an irresponsible fantasy to imagine 
a trusteeship government establishing genuine authority throughout the 
country by May 15. Moreover the lesson that a General Assembly Resolution 
сеп ђе revised by violence will further undermine the moral force of the 
new regime. If the General Assembly accepts a trusteeship policy in re- 
sponse to force, the Trusteeship Council will hardly come with increased 
authority to the task of administering an unwilling and restive population, 
to whom independence was promised but four months ago. 
10. Although the prospects of disorder are greatest if the present man- 
datory power is pressed, against its judgment, to prolong its tenure they 
are formidable enough irrespective of the identity of the trustee. The 
Jews will regard the trusteeship, to whomever it may be entrusted, as rob- 
bing them of their independence to which they had looked forward poignantly 
after a quest of many centuries. The Arabs will find themselves saddled 
with a trustee after three decades of national struggle in the Near East 
against the maintenance of western control. 
11. It is quite unrealistic to plan a new trusteeship regime on a clean 
slate, without regard to the effect of November 29 or the implications of 
May 15. The situation in Palestine has been radically transformed since 
"Novenber 29th as a result of the General Assembly's Resolution; and the 
transformation is entirely hostile to the prospects of trusteeship. The 
turn of events in the past four months has had both a psychological and a 
practical effect. The United Nations having recognized the Jews of Pales- 
tine in November as a nation fit for imminent independence, is now being 


asked to régard them in April as a minority within the population of a non 






self-government territory to be held in tutelage for a peri jf "indefinite 


uration.!

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process of virtual partition which has gathered such momentum in recent weeks 
that not even considerable armed force could now arrest it. This process has 
for long ten inherent in the political and social realities of Palestine. 
Ten years ago the Royal Commission was already able to report that: "to 
maintain that Palestinian citizenship has any moral meaning is a mischievous 
pretence. Neither Arab nor Jew has any sense of service to a single State... 
There is little moral value in maintaining the political unity of Palestine 
at the cost of perpetual hatred." UNSCOP and the General Assembly merely 
recognised and expressed this political separation. They.did not create it. 
Palestine is inhabited by two peoples. They have separate political aspira- 
tions, though common economic interests. The scheme of partition with 
economic union is such s. full response to these basic realities that having 
once begun to operate it has inevitably crystaelliged very quickly into the 
receptive framework of Palestinian life. 
13. The disintegration of the Mandatory regime since November 29th has 
given a spectacular impetus to this partition tendency, both in its functional 
and its territorial aspects. As the Mandatory relinquishes an essential 
governmental service in the Jewish area, the Jews begin to operate it. As 
the Mandatory virtually evacuates a certain zone, Jewish authority asserts 
itself. There are large populated areas of the country, both Jewish and Arab, 
in which the writ of the central administration does not run at all. The de- 
gree to which this process had developed can best be appreciated from the 
fact that the Jews themselves exercise full responsibility in their community 
for the most vital governmental function - that of defence. Meanwhile an 
existing tendency of Jewish autonomy has been accentuated in every field. 
In the coming days and weeks the Mandatory's disintegration will leave a 
widening vacuum in food supplies, communications, postal and telegraphic ser- 
vices, currency, police, etc., etc. The Jews, anticipating chaos, have 
worked out plans and prepared machinery to assure continuity anà order in 
the daily routine of life. The entire Jewish population reposes its trust 
and obedience not in any central government of the entire country, but in 
its own authorities, on the understanding that they will set up an adminis- 
tration for the Jewish State area. The provisional Jewish authorities are 
already endowed with that effective internal recognition which is the most 
vital test of independent nationhood. 
14. In the Arab community a similar though less conscious or centralized 
process has taken place. In the central part of the country the invading 


forces of the Arab League under Fawzi al Kswukji exercise full 
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administrative as well as military control. In other areas the local 
municipalities are becoming increasingly independent of the central governe 
ment. The incoming trustee will thus find the country already organized 
into independent compartments of control and allegiance. The incentive 
ef November 29th and the logic of May 15, both drawing their force from 
the facts of the situation, have done their work. Palestine is moving fore 
ward inexorably towards Partition in a pattern of growing decentralization. 
15. In this situation, the United States proposal comes on the scene in 
an attempt to galvanize a dying mandate into life or to build a new trustee- 
ship on the wreckage of the old. There is no precedent for such a tour de 
force. All other trusteeships have arisen as a smooth continuation of 
mandates previously held under conditions of unity and peace. To impose 
foreign rule by newly-arrived edministrators over these two autonomous 
societies is technically far-fetched; and to create a new focus of authority 
and allegiance to which both Jews and Arabs will give the slightest atten- 
tion is beyond human resource. The only United Nations authority which 
might play a constructive role in the new pattern of life would be one which 
is guided and animated by the logic of this spontaneous partition and by a 
desire to facilitate it. 

16. It is because the very concept of trusteeship is so flagrantly out 
/| of accord with the general principles and current realities of the Pales- 
tine situation that no improvement of the United States proposals can make 
them a useful starting point in the quest for a political settlement. With 


this reservation, however, it may be useful to comment on the fifteen

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C. CONLZNT ON UNITED STATES PRINCIPLES FOR TEMPORARY TRUSTEESHIP 





Comment on Paragraph 1 (Non-prejudice of Rights) 

There is no device whereby a temporary trusteeship can fail to 
"prejudice the rights, claims or position of the parties concerned"; nor 
can the trusteeshio fall to determine "the character of the eventual 
political settlement", The rights of all varties are affected by the 
very institution of & trusteeshio at this time. For example, the General 
Assembly recognised the Jewish claim to statehood, conferred certain 
rights on the basis of that claim, and envisaged a position of full 
sovereignty by October 1. Under the new proposal, October 1 will find 
the Jews of Palestine not as a State within fixed frontiers, but аз а 
minority within the Arab vonulation and under outside rule. The theory 
that such a spectacular change from imminent independence to indefinite 
subjection lenves the "rights, claims and vosition! of the Jews unpreju- 
diced is untenable. "The character of the eventual political settlement! 
is also bound to be affected at every turn by the operation of the 
trusteeshin regime. Even if there is substantial Jewish immigration 
and land settlement the prospects of Jewish statehood vill still be 
‘prejudiced by postponement. If there is not, the growth of Arab popula- 
tion will cause a vroportional weakening of the Jewish position and 
adversely affect Jewish prospects when "the eventual political settle- 
ment! is determined, There can be no stand-still in a vrocess of life; 
each narty is either becoming relatively stronger or weaker 2t every 
moment, The effect of this paragraph is merely to define the effects 
of the trusteeshin proposal in misleading terms. The constitutional 
provisions of Paragranh 6 are sufficient to show how drastically Jewish 
rights are »rejudiced by this plan. 


Comment on Paragravhs 2 and 15 (Duration of Trusteeshin) 





The trusteeshin is defined in varagraph 1 as "temporary" and 


іп maragravh 2 as of “indefinite duration", Since according to para- 





graph 15 it can only be terminated by Arab-Jewish agreement, the word 
"mermanent" would perhaps give a more realistic view of its duration. 
It is a fact that 25 years uf tutelage have failed to produce agreement. 
On November 26, 1947 the representative of the Mandatory Power stated in 
the General Assembly: 

"After years of strenuous but unavailing effort, His Majesty's 


Government have reached the conclusion that they are not able to bring 
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about & settlement in Palestine based upon the consent of both Arabs 
and Jews, and that the Mandate is no longer workable." 

On the same occasion the renresentative of the United States 
declared: 

"Хо plan has ever been presented either here or in any other 
place which would meet with the acceptance of both the Arabs and the 
Jews. No such plan has ever:, been presented and I do not believe that 
any such plan will ever be presented," 

It is not a mere coincidence that agreement has not emerged 
from a lone period of trusteeship, The very fact that a third party 
stood between Jews and Arabs while the resvective limits of Arab and 
Jewish independence were not finally determined, created the conditions 
of perpetual discord. It is an axiom of the Palestine question that 
political uncertainty is the enemy of Arab-Jewish agreement, The Arabs 
will seek no agreement until they are confronted with the Jews as a 
permanent and equal factor with which they have to come to terms, 

. The Jews will accept no position of subjection to the Arabs and will 
опала гова оп torê independence, In abandoning a settlement 
which gave partial satisfaction to the desire of each party for inde- 
nendence the United States has thus set back the clock of Arab-Jewish 
agreement, The termination of the trusteeshiv is made dependent on 
conditions which can never mature as long as trusteeshin lasts. Тһе 
unnopularity of trusteeshin will be greatly incressed in both communi- 
ties by the fact that it is of indefinite duration with no visible end 
in view. This has an obvious bearing on the question of enforcement, 

Comment on Paragraph 4 (Jerusalem as Analogy) 

The statute of Jerusalem was not bound in any way by the trustee- 
ship vrovisions of the Charter, Its authors had complete freedom to 
determine its conditions according to the realities which confronted 
them. Because it was not based on the trusteeshiprrovisions of the 
Charter, the Statute did not have to be initiated by the Mandatory 
Power, It is difficult to see how the authors of a trusteeship. 
agreement, bound as they are by the Charter!s specific procedures and 
requirements, can be free to embody at will the features of the 
Jerusalem Statute, Nor is it clear how a trusteeship agreement can 
legally be initiated by the United States, This casual reference to 


the Statute of Jerusalem does not make it clear whether or not the 


Ls 


Statute would remain in force if a trusteeship agreement were recommended 
by the General Assembly for the country as a whole. The Statute of 
Jerusslem in any case rests on the exceptional basis that the city's 
povulation is called upon to let the city's universal association haye 
precedence over its civic and secular interests. This unique arrange- 
ment obviously provides no wrecedent or justification for establishing 
permanent foreign rule over the country as a whole, 

Comment on Paragraphs 3, 5 and 6 (Constitution) 

These paragraphs contain the constitutional nrovisions of the 
vrojected trusteeshin, It is proposed that a new regime called the 
Government of Palestine should be established forthwith in order to 
assume the "administrative, legislative and judicial powers" which have 
either become inoperative during the mandatory's disintegration, or 
were to have devolved automatically upon Jewish and Arab authorities, 

The Government is to act in accordance with the principles of Trustee- 
shiv as defined in the Charter, and with instructions from the Trustee- 
shin Council which must in the nature of things be in conformity with 
those nrinciples. This may amount.to an injunction to the Government to 
ignore or suppress the rights of the Jewish people with respect to 
Palestine, since these are not covered explicitly or implicitly in any 
of the Articles dealing with the trusteeship system, · 

The provision for a "democratically elected legislature" is the 
gravest feature of the entire proposal, and raises disquieting questions 
as to its intentions. This provision appears to involve the application 
of majority rule to Palestine as a whole, and to ignore the dual character 
of its national composition. The most widely accepted principle in the 
Palestine question is the irrelevance of formal democracy, based on 
majority domination, to & country composed of two separate nations which 
do not hold the ends of life in common or agree on the central purposes 
of the state. In such conditions, to apply democracy to the population 
as a whole is to deny it to the Jews entirely, by subjecting them to 
minority status. The essence of the Palestine question lies in the need 
to apply self-determinstion not to a fictitious single entity, but to the 
two senarate groups, so that each is free and sovereign within the widest 
limits compatible with the freedom and sovereignty of the ether, The 
Royal Commission, the Permanent liandates Commission, the Anglo-American 


Committee, UNSCOP, and the General Assembly have all emphatically

Since neither the Arab nor the Jewish community seems inclined to. 
help impose & trusteeship upon мен, it is unlikely thet the Governor-

certainly be a heavier burden ad that” involved. in the implementation 
of the- General Assembly's ое which had elements of self- 
enforcement through its militia provisions. Moreover, enforcement of 
the partition resolution would only have been necessary until such time 
as the two States were firmly established and functioning. In the 
trusteeship proposal, on the other hand, there is no end of enforcement 


in sight, The ouestion arises whether member States who were unwilling 


uit аи. 
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to use their forces to establish independence for Jews and Arabs within 
authoritatively defined limits will now commit their forces to military 
rule "of indefinite duration" for the purnose of supnressing aspirations 
for inéenendence recently approved by the United Nations. The scope and 
spirit of this enforcement task are an ironical commentary on the plea 
that partition had to be set aside because it involved enforcement. 

The problem of enforcement will be most acute in the months 
immediately following May 15. The whole basis for this plan therefore 
collavses unless it can be sho*m capable of nroducing adeauate forces 
by that date, The protocol will presumably be onen for the adherence of 
member States only when the General Assembly has accepted the principle 
of a trusteeshin regime. Even then it is not clear whether the General 
Assembly or the Trusteeshin Council will automatically accept the 
gervices of any member States which éhoose to volunteer for participation 
in enforcement. It is conceivable, for instance, that the Arab States 
may be the only states to adhere to the protocol. If their adherence 
were accepted, the trusteeshinv would merely legalise the existing Arab 
invasion of Palestine and future invasions contemplated. 

It would be extravagantly sanguine to expect that the procedure 
laid down in Paragranh 7 will lead to the recruitment and dispatch of 
forces “ithin a matter of weeks. It is significant that no agreement 
between member States on the use of armed forces in accordance with 
Article “3 has been reached during three years of continuous negotiations. 
It is a legitimate conclusion that this plan contains no enforcement 
provisions lixely to take effect from the date of the termination of 
Mandate.

(Immigration and Land Settlement) 





The association of the Arab community in the task of fixing a 
basis for Jewish immigration and land purchase is a grave prejudice to 
the existing claims, rights and position of the Jews, Under the Mandate 
there ns a positive injunction to facilitate Jewish immigration and 
encourage close settlement by Jews on the land, irrespective of Arab 
political consent. Under the General Assembly's Resolution full-control 
of immigration and land settlement was conferred upon the Jewish Provi- 
Sional Council of Government for the area under its jurisdiction. In 
other words there is an established international practice which denies 
any formal validity to the Arab desire to obstruct Jewish immigration. 

The provisions envisaged for immigration and land purchase are 
not specified in this proposal, The scheme as a whole, however, would 
seem to determine that those provisions will be meagre, In the first 
place, the constitutional provisions of paragraph 6 give predominance 
to the Arabs in all legislative and consultative processes: and this 
alone must operate against the authorisation of any substantial 
immigration or land purchase by Jews, In the second place, mere formal 
provisions for immigration can have no real effect unless there is a 
regime in Palestine which is able to so shape economic and develonent 
policies as to create conditions in which mass immigration can be 
absorbed, Immigration is encouraged not by the mere issue of permits, 
but by the opening up of economic opportunities and facilities. This 
fact explains the inseparable connection between the concepts of Jewish 
statehood and Jewish immigration. Recent Palestinian history proves 
that a government torn indecisively between two pressures, the one 
claiming and the other opposing immigration, cannot be the agent of a 
progressive development policy, Still less can conditions favourable 
to immigration be created by a legislature whose majority is concerned 
to make immigration impossible. Experience has conclusively proved to 
the Jews that the only effective guarantee of continued and substantial 
Jewish immigration lies in the placing of immigration and development 


policies under Jewish control, 


Comments on Paragranh 10 (Standard of Living) 





The effort to peg down Palestine!s standard of living and public 
Services to that "which can be supported by the resources of Palestine" 


is particularly remarkable at a time when sixteen countries in Europe 
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have been declared as unable to subsist on their own resources; Pales- 
tine's budgetary independence and relatively high standard of living 

derive largely from the interest of world Jewry in the development of 

an expanding society in Palestine. The whole trend of the present 

proposal is to withdraw recognition of that interest and thereby impoverish 
the resources of Palestine, оннан its development and force down its 


living standards. 


Comment on Paragraph lh (Immunity of Holy Places) 





The guarantees contained in the General Assembly's Resolution for 
the protection of the Holy Places and the assurance of free access are 
now likely to be violated through the failure of the United Nations to 
assume its responsibilities in Jerusalem, It would be more’fruitful at 
this stage to provide for the effective carrying out of those guarantees 
than merely to repeat them in the texts of a new agreement,

The Jewish Agency for Palestine has welcomed the opportunities afforded 
1t under Article 39 of the Charter” to supply information and present its views 
to the Security Council on the Palestine question. Under this arrangement 
representatives of the Jewish Agency have made oral submissions on 
February 27, March 5 and March 2l. 

We are anxious to avoid making excessive demands upon the time of the 
security Council whose agenda is filled with so many important problems. 
Accordingly, the Jewish Agency desires to communicate the following written 
information for official distribution as S/documents, later to be included 
in the Official Records of the Security Council:

Supplementary Memorsndum on Acts of Areb Aggression, February-Marcn 19/8. 

We are aware that members of the Security Council may have, hed occasion 
to receive both these documents; but we attach importance to their official 
distribution and subsequent inclusion in the Official Records since they are 
essential to the understanding of the case which we have endeavored to outline.

Jewish Agency for Palestine 
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General Assembly held in April and May, 1947, appointed a Special 
Committee of the United Nations to investigate all aspects of the Pales- 
tine question and present a Report to the General Assembly. On 
September 1, 1947, after a careful investigation conducted in Palestine 
and Europe, the Special Committee presented its Report! which the 
General Assembly referred on September 23, 1947, to an Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee. This Ad Hoc Committee appointed two sub-committees, of 
which one presented a Resolution for a settlement by Partition and 
Economic Union, and the other, composed of Arab and Moslem states, 
submitted a Resolution for a unitary Palestinian State. The former 
Resolution was adopted in the Ad Hoc Committee by 25 votes to 13. 
The latter was rejected by 29 votes to 12. Accordingly, on November 
25, 1947, the Ad Hoc Committee presented a Resolution to the General 
Assembly involving a settlement of the Palestine question by Partition 
and Economic Union. This was adopted by the General Assembly with 
33 votes in favor and 13 votes against. 


2. The General Assembly appointed a 5-power Commission to 
implement its recommendation; allotted certain functions to the Trus- 
teeship Council and the Economic and Social Council respectively, in 
carrying out parts of the plan; and requested the Security Council to 
take action under Articles 39 and 41 of the Charter if the situation in 
Palestine constituted a threat to the peace. The General Assembly fur- 
ther requested the Security Council to determine as ‘‘a threat to the 
peace, a breach of the peace or an act of aggression any attempt to alter 
by force the settlement envisaged by this resolution." The General 
Assembly finally appealed ‘‘to all Governments and all peoples to 
refrain from taking action which might hamper or delay the carrying 
out of these recommendations.’’ 


3. The Resolution adopted on November 29, 1947, was thus the 
result of a prolonged attempt by the United Nations to seek a solution 
by inquiry and negotiation. The Arab States, as well as the Arabs of 
Palestine, were afforded ample opportunity to submit their views and 
proposals to all the organs established by the United Nations to discuss 
the future government of Palestine. Their representatives did in fact 
present proposals to the Ad Hoc Committee for a constitution estab- 
lishing Palestine as a unitary Arab State.” These proposals were 
examined, discussed and emphatically rejected.

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4. The following pages will show that the Arab States in concert 
with the Palestine Arab Higher Committee are attempting to overthrow 
by force the setilement which the General Assembly has approved and 
to impose by force the settlement which the General Assembly has 
rejected. 

А. PROPAGANDA AND INCITEMENT DESIGNED TO PROVOKE A 

BREACH OF THE PEACE. 

9. In submitting that there is a purposeful attempt by Arab 
Governments in conjunction with the Palestine Arab Higher Committee 
to alter by force the settlement envisaged by the General Assembly’s 
Resolution, the Jewish Agency is content to rest on the admissions of 
those Governments themselves. The Arab League never intended to 
accept the results of any mediation, arbitration or judicial settlement. 
When the Report of the United Nations Special Committee was pub- 
lished, the Political Committee of the Arab League meeting in Sofar, 
Lebanon, on September 16-19, 1947, passed resolutions which included 
the following threats: 

*"The Committee will regard the implementation of these recom- 
mendations (ie. the UNSCOP recommendations of the majority and 
minority alike) as a certain danger menacing security in Palestine, and 
security and peace all over the Arab countries, Therefore it has deter- 
mined by all practical and effective means to resist the implementation 
of these recommendations. They—the Palestine Arabs—will launch a 
relentless war to repel this attack on their country especially so as they 
know that all the Arab countries will back and assist them, supplying 
them with men, funds and ammunition... .’’1 


6. Subsequent events in Palestine, when the “Arabs did indeed 
“launch a relentless war’’ and were ‘‘backed by men, funds and am- 
munition’’ from the Arab States, make it clear that the League's state- 
ment must be regarded as a plan and not as an abstract prediction. The 
**praetieal and effective means’’ contrived and advocated by the Arab 
States were never envisaged as being limited by the provisions of the 
Charter ; indeed, the Secretary-General of the Arab League was think- 
ing in terms which are quite remote from the lofty sentiments of San 
Francisco. ‘‘This war,’’ he said, ‘‘will be a war of extermination and 
& momentous massacre which will be spoken of like the Mongol massa- 
eres and the Crusades.’’? In his further observations Azzam Pasha 
outlined three characteristics of the future war—the belief in glorious 
death as a road to Paradise, the opportunities of loot, and the Bedouin 
love of slaughter for its own sake.

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7. Azzam Pasha had made his statement to an Egyptian news- 
paper; Jamal Husseini, for the Palestine Arab Higher Committee, 
deemed the United Nations a better platform for a call to arms against 
the Assembly's decision : ** The partition line proposed," he said, **shall 
be nothing but a line of fire and blood.’” 


8. At the Sessions of the General Assembly one Arab spokes- 
man after another enunciated his conception of the Arab States' 
attitude to the settlement of an international problem by international 
decision. The Assembly was repeatedly told that it must either ratify 
all Arab demands or be met with fierce and widespread violence in the 
Arab world.? 


9. When the General Assembly set its own impartial judgment 
above this menacing clamor and refused to subject the entire Jewish 
population of Palestine to the domination of & unitary Arab State, 
violent threat became the keynote of all Arab official utterances. It 
was not a propagandist campaign alone; the aim and effect of these 
declarations were to incite Palestine Arabs to active violence and the 
populations of the Arab States to active aggression in their support. 
On December 1, 1947, Azzam Pasha made a declaration in which he 
said :* 

“By no means shall we permit the implementation of the 
resolution of the United Nations to partition Palestine. We 
shall resist and fight off this resolution with all the means at our 
disposal. We have prepared an elaborate plan agreed upon by 
the Arab States in the meetings of the League Council. This 
plan is being put into effect for the last two months.... The 
way of operation has been entrusted to a technical Committee. . . 
The time is not a time for talk but for action.” 


It is clear that Azzam Pasha was here referring to the Arab 
League’s decision at Sofar in September 1947 ‘‘to make Palestine a 
unified independent Arab State.’”* 


10. The heads of Arab Governménts have been as active as the 
Arab League spokesmen in provoking and encouraging threats to the 
peace in Palestine, Their utterances in this sense are quite unaffected 
by their vote in the General Assembly condemning warlike propaganda.

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On September 22, the Iraqi Premier told the press, ‘I have requested 
you to prepare the Iraqi people, especially the youth, for the actions 
and sacrifices which may be necessitated by the situation. I now repeat 
this request.’”? On October 23, he declared that ‘‘the Iraqi army will 
march and enter Palestine if the United Nations adopt partition.’ On 
December 2, the Lebanese Prime Minister stated that ‘‘Lebanon had 
started carrying out the Arab League’s decision to make Palestine a 
unitary Arab State." He went on to say that “the Lebanese Army will 
play its part when that time comes." On January 12, 1948, the Syrian 
Premier, Jamil Mardam Bey, declared to youths in Damascus clamor- 
ing for arms to fight the Jews that ‘‘President Shukri al-Quwatly 
approves of the movement of Arab youth and of their readiness for 
Jihad in defense of Arab Palestine.” ” 


11. Efforts are sometimes made to portray the assistance given 
in Arab States to aggression in Palestine as the voluntary and spon- 
taneous actions of excited citizens and not as formal acts of Govern- 
ments. Some Arab representatives, however, are too candid for this 
subterfuge. Thus in the Lebanese Chamber of Deputies, the Prime 
Minister Riad al Solh said, “І ат speaking under the dome of this 
chamber and in this official capacity proclaiming that we shall provide 
Palestine with all the arms, funds and men we possess.''* On December 
7 he said, ‘‘The Lebanese Army now on the Palestine borders will play 
its part with other Arab armies in saving Palestine when the proper 
time comes." 


19. The above-quoted statements by Iraqi, Syrian and Lebanese 
ministers, designed to provoke and assist aggression against the Jews 
of Palestine, are well matched by similar declarations on behalf of 
the Governments of Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Yemen and Transjordan. 
Indeed, all seven Arab States associated themselves through their 
Prime Ministers with a declaration in Cairo on December 17, 1947, in 
which they pledged themselves to oppose the United Nations’ decision 
by force, An announcement to the press after their consultations said: 
«Partition is illegal and the Arab Governments will take decisive 
measures which will guarantee the defeat of partition."* The same 
announeement contained a threat by the seven Prime Ministers to 
throw the full force of their armies into ‘‘the battle . . . until victory 
is achieved. " The communique added: ‘‘It now bois the Arabs to

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Attack on Yehiam 


22. On January 21, a force of about 400 Arabs crossed the Le- 
banon-Palestine border and attacked the Jewish village of Yehiam, 20 
miles east of Nahariya in Western Galilee. Nine Jews, including five 
settlement policemen, were killed. The attack began at 7 a. m. and 
lasted five hours during which time Arabs cut all the bridges and cul- 
verts leading to the village. The battle raged for six hours before British 
troops arrived. There are 60 adult Jewish settlers at Yehiam. 


23. On Jannary 22, a smaller Arab force again crossed the fron- 
tier, renewed the attack on Yehiam and was driven off with heavy 
casualties. These attacks on January 21 and 22 were carried out by 
well-organized uniformed companies with covering support from 
mortars," | 


24. Men who infiltrated into Palestine under cover of these at- 
tacks have taken part in assaults on Jews in many parts of the country. 
Syrian and Iraqi units have been observed as snipers in Haifa, in 
attacks on Ramat Rahel (near Jerusalem), and Kfar Etzion (near 
Hebron), and elsewhere.’ 


Aggression by units of the Transjordan Arab Legion 


25. The acts of aggression described above have involved the vio- 
lation of the Palestinian frontier at the instigation and behest of the 
Syrian and Lebanese Governments in order to commit wanton and 
murderous aggression against peaceful Jewish villages and to bring 
about a political settlement which the General Assembly has condemned, 
by methods which the Charter forbids. Murderous acts against the 
Jewish population have also been committed by the Transjordan Arab 
Legion, a foreign army maintained in Palestine under British command. 
These acts, for which the responsibility falls on the Mandatory Gov- 
ernment, will be described in a separate submission by the Jewish 
Agency. | 


Summary of Direct Acts of Aggression Already Committed 


26. The following Chapter, dealing with preparations for future 
onslaughts on the Jews in violation of the Charter and in defiance of 
the General Assembly's decision, will make it clear that the main phase 
of Arab aggression is still to come. Yet it would be futile to ignore

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the fact that aggression has already begun, and that the atmosphere 
of impunity in which it has been committed must serve as an encourage- 
ment to more ambitious violence in the future. The Syrian and Leba- 
nese Governments have ‘already assembled, organized, equipped and 
despatched Arab forces to commit aggressive acts against peaceful 
Jewish communities in territory wherein Syria and Lebanon have no 
right of access or jurisdiction at all. Syria is a member of the Security 
Council on which the Charter (Article 24) confers ‘‘primary responsi- 
bility for the maintenance of international peace and security." Yet 
it is on Syrian territory, with the active support of the Syrian Govern- 
ment, that forces have been and are being armed and organized for 
frontier violation, aggression and attempts to overthrow a decision of 
the General Assembly by force. The Lebanon, with other Arab States, 
sponsored in the General Assembly a Resolution on ‘‘Illegal Immigra- 
tion" amidst many eloquent protestations on the inviolability of 
frontiers. Yet the Lebanese and Syrian frontiers offer free passage 
for unauthorized entry of men and arms into Palestine under the per- 
sonal supervision of the Defense Ministers concerned with the avowed 
object of disturbing international peace and security. In Beirut and 
Damascus respectively, in close touch and collusion with the Govern- 
ments concerned, the two main instigators of the present disturbance 
and warfare in Palestine have their abode: Haj Amin al Husseini, ex- 
Mufti of Jerusalem, and Fawzi al Kawukji, his accomplice as leader of 
the Arab Rebellion in 1936. Since the Report of the British Royal 
Commission’ signalled these men out for primary guilt in the organiza- 
tion of bloodshed a decade ago, they have managed to perfect their 
aggressive techniques and ideologies through long residence during the 
war in Nazi Germany as allies of the Hitler regime. Through them, 
this attack on the very soul of the Charter is connected, in an invidious 
but appropriate lineage, with the ‘‘scourge of War” from which the 
United Nations aspires to ‘‘save succeeding generations of mankind.’” 


27. The Jewish Agency submits that the relatively limited scope 
of these acts of aggression within the past two months does not absolve 
the United Nations from the necessity of taking steps to suppress 
breaches of the peace and acts of aggression. It is submitted that only 
firm and timely international action can avert the full unfolding of the 
aggressive design which is now being prepared by certain Member 
States of the United Nations.

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C. PREPARATIONS FOR AGGRESSION BY ARAB STATES AGAINST 
JEWS OF PALESTINE AND UNITED NATIONS AGENCIES. 


28. The violent propaganda organized by Arab Governments in 
recent weeks, the three acts of aggression committed by Syria and 
Lebanon, and the current infiltration of officially sponsored ‘‘volun- 
teers’’ are merely the prelude for the main phase of Arab aggression 
which is planned to take place in the near future. The Arab League 
spokesman, As’ad Dagher, in his statement on January 15 indicated 
that the end of the British Mandate would be the signal for the occupa- 
tion of the whole of Palestine by armies of the Arab States! The 
Syrian Defense Minister, Ahmed Sharabati, however, declared on Jan- 
uary 13, on his return from the operations based on Merj Ayun against 
Dan and Kfar Szold, that ‘‘a direct frontal attack against Jewish 
forces can be expected in about a month from the Arab People's Army. 
Full-seale training and arming are progressing,” 


Recruiting and Training in Syria. 


29. According to the Cairo paper, Al-Zaman, of December 17, 
the Arab League Council entrusted the Syrian Government with the 
task of organizing ‘‘the popular movement for the rescue of Palestine." 
Damaseus, by all aceounts, is now the center of a well-organized move- 
ment under the direetion of the Syrian Ministry of National Defence, 
Ahmed Sharabati, for the recruiting, training and equipment of Pales- 
tinian and non-Palestinian Arabs who are to form a **people's army" 
for the invasion of Palestine. The Cairo newspaper, Al-Ahram, re- 
ported on December 15 that ‘‘about 700 Palestinian Arabs are already 
training in Qatana barracks near Damascus; their number is growing 
by about 100 a day.” Later the recruiting movement in Damascus 
began to embrace Syrian nationals as well. On December 4, Aref 
Nakadi, Governor of Jebel Druz, announced the beginning of recruit- 
ment in his area especially for Druses ‘‘who were made for war and 
war was made for them.’ The military commander of Aleppo, Jamil 
al-Burhani, announced that recruiting in the northern provinces would 
begin on December 8. On December 7, the Damascus newspaper, 
Alif-Ba, reported that the Ministry of National Defence had announced 


that special recruiting offices would be opened to bedouins ‘‘who are 


inclined by nature to draw the sword.’’

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30, On December 27 it was reliably reported that 38 senior 
officers of the Syrian army had ‘‘resigned’’ to help train a voluntary 
corps. On December 19 the Syrian Defence Ministry announced its 
"acceptance of the resignations ... particularly of army officers who 
wish to volunteer for service in Palestine to fight against partition. The 
number of those resigning was not immediately discussed.’?! The 
leader of the recruiting movement is Fawzi al-Kawukji, who informed 
the press on December 9 that 15,000 volunteers were due to complete 
training at an early date.” 

Apart from Syrians, the trainees at the Qatana camp include 
Palestinians from Jenin, Nablus and Hebron; a group of Lebanese 
Moslems; a number of young Iraqis who took part in the pro-Nazi 
revolt under Rashid Ali and a group of young Egyptians headed by 
their leader, Ahmed Hussein.® 

According to information at the disposal of the Jewish Agency, 
the number of volunteers in Syria is presently as follows:

Of these, 950 volunteers from Damascus and 400 from Aleppo are 
now under training, in addition to the 420 fully-equipped Palestinian 
volunteers in Qatana camp. 


Recruiting and Training in Lebanon 


31. In Lebanon, recruiting preparations are also in full swing. 
On December 18, the British Near East Broadcasting Station in Jaffa 
reported that the first group of 500 volunteers who had enlisted for 
service in the defence of Palestine had been called up for training by 
the Beirut recruiting office. Earlier in December the Mufti of Lebanon, 
Muhammed Tawfiq Khalid, made a public ‘‘fatwa’’ (ruling) declaring 
a holy war in Palestine.* The Egyptian newspaper, Ruz el-Yusuf, 
reported on December 10 that ‘‘Lebanese volunteers have held ma- 
noeuvres near Baalbek using a number of batteries which were put at 
their disposal by the High Command of the Lebanese Army." 


Recruiting and. Training in Egypt : 

32. On December 14 the Damaseus newspaper, Al-Insha, re- 
ported: ‘‘Ahmed Hussein, leader of the Young Egypt Party, has 
arrived in Damascus and entered the Qatana barracks for training.

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He began negotiations with Shukri Quwatli, the Syrian President, and 
Fawzi al-Kawukji about forming a detachment of Young Egyptians to 
be named after Mustafa al-Wakil, an Egyptian who collaborated with 
the Nazis during the war and died in Germany. On December 16 the 
Journal d'Egypte reported that the Egyptian cabinet had authorized 
the establishment of recruiting offices for volunteers. On December 23 
the Cairo newspaper, Al-Ahram, published a letter from Ahmed 
Hussein giving full details of the progress of his work in the Qatana 
barracks. The Egyptian press reflects the impatience of militant 
elements with what they regard as a cautious attitude of their Govern- 
ment in this recruiting movement. Criticism has been directed against 
the Government at the party meetings of Young Egypt (Al-Ahram, De- 
cember 19), the Wafd (Al Musawwar, December 21) and the Liberal 
Party (Al-Ahram, December 17). It would be a fair description of the 
position in Egypt to say that while the recruitment of volunteers for 
aggression in Palestine lacks something of the governmental drive which 
is freely given in Syria, voluntary activity for these purposes is spon- 
sored by the Egyptian Government and is encouraged by the militant 
leaders of the Arab League secretariat which has its abode in Cairo. 
That this movement is gathering strength is clear from the New York 
Times, which reported on January 20: ‘‘Members of the Kawukji staff 
said they had been negotiating with Arab groups in Egypt. They said 
the Nationalist party and the Moslem Brotherhood in Egypt were con- 
tributing most of the men for a force that would cross the Sinai Desert 
to attack Jewish settlements in the south while the Kawukji force 
operated from the Nablus area.’’ 


Recruiting and Training in Iraq 


33. Recruiting offices of the ‘‘Committee for the Rescue of 
Palestine" were opened in Baghdad on December 8. On December 12 
a number of Iraqi young men who had participated in the pro-Nazi 
Rashid Ali rebellion in Iraq of 1941 arrived in Damascus and put 
themselves at Fawzi al-Kawukji’s disposal.” 

On January 17, 1948, the Egyptian newspaper, Al-Masri, reported 
that Jamal Husseini had stated after visiting the Iraqi Vice-Premier 
that a well organized Arab Commando group was being formed in Irag 
for special assignments in Palestine. 

34. On December 27 Col. Taher Muhammed, a member of the 


‘*Palestine Defence Committee,’’ stated that ‘‘two regiments of volun- 
teers will be sent to Palestine within a week to fight for the Arabs. 


1A1 Sa-a, December 9. 
2 Al Qabas, Damascus, December 12, 
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They consist of soldiers, non-commissioned officers and officers released 
from the Iraqi Army.’? The Committee further stated that 100 retired 
Iraqi Army Officers would proceed to Syria within a week to train 
Syrian officers.* 

According to reliable reports, at least 1,400 Iraqi volunteers have 
passed into Syria. Some of the earlier contingents, who arrived in Syria 
fully armed, have departed for Palestine after brief training at the 
Qatana barracks. 


35. Recruiting in other Arab countries has not at the moment 
assumed large proportions, although Government statements are on 
record which give full authority for any such activity that might be 
undertaken. It is evident that the Arab population as a whole is re- 
luctant, despite official incitement, to embark on hazardous military 
operations. The masses need the encouragement of military success 
and the certainty that there will be no strong international reaction 
before embarking on a general campaign. The Arab News Agency, how- 
ever, reported from Mecca on December 9 that recruiting offices had 
only just been opened at Riyad and other centres. The same News 
Agency had reported on December 21 that ‘hundreds of recruits are 
enlisting daily in Saudi Arabia." On December 8 Azzam Pasha told 
the press that ‘‘Ibn Saud had placed his regular troops at the League's 
service and had given his blessing to any desert tribe that wished to 
fight for Palestine.’ 


36. In describing these recruiting activities, the Jewish Agency 
has mainly relied on Arab reports. No such reliance appears to be 
reasonable in regard to the numbers involved. The tendency is to give 
exaggerated figures, but the fact remains that a widespread recruiting 
campaign for violence in Palestine is being encouraged and sponsored 
by Arab Governments. On December 18 the Ministry of the Interior in 
Damascus ‘‘warned correspondents against too detailed reporting on 
volunteer training and other military preparation in connection with 
Palestine,’” 


Arms Purchases 


87. Arab Governments who possess State resources and the 
access to the open markets are in a good position to ensure that sufficient 
arms are available for creating a prolonged breach of the peace in

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‘The 750 Syrians and Iraqis formed the largest contingents of 
volunteers yet to reach Palestine in preparation for the coming 
Arab war on partition. Unlike Abdul Kadir’s men, who follow 
the Mufti and concern themselves with local fighting now, the 
foreigners arrived under the auspices of the Arab League. 
Reportedly, they were under instructions to confine themselves 
to training and familiarizing themselyes with the country. 

“The men traveled in column, accompanied by a mule train 
to ford the Jordan River and a dozen trucks with supplies. The 
trucks were allowed to cross the river at Jisr el-Majami, in north- 
eastern Palestine, where troops of Abdullah’s Arab Legion 
guard a bridge. 

“Тіеіг equipment included radio, Bren and Sten guns, rifles 
and mortars. British police believed they also had light armored 
cars and perhaps a few field pieces. They brought their own 
food and for two days camped in tents pitched in the Arab- 
controlled valley around Tubas, a town half-way between Jeru- 
salem and the Sea of Galilee. 

"А Government spokesman said a full report had been sent 
to London.’’ 

Financial Assistance 

43. Direct assistance given by Arab States to aggression in 
Palestine also takes the form of financial contributions for the recruit- 
ment and equipment of armed forces preparing for active violence in 
Palestine. The Minister of the Interior of Syria announced on Decem- 
ber 20 that ‘‘the sole body authorized to collect money for Palestine 
would be a committee to be appointed by him.’ The Arab League 
Council had recommended at Sofar ‘‘that the League States allocate 
immediately the requisite funds for this purpose?” (i.e. of raising funds 
for war in Palestine)? It is reported that a subscription of over four 
million dollars has been made by Arab States for the purchase of arms 
in aid of the Palestinian campaign. On December 17 the New York 
Times reported from Beirut that **money for the Arab cause appears to 
be plentiful The Syrian Parliament has allocated two million Syrian 
pounds and the Lebanese Government. another million pounds. Another 
1,500,000 pounds have been raised from individuals in the two 
countries.’ 


44. An unsavory feature of Arab attempts to increase the revenue 
available for arms purchases has been a campaign of extortion from

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helpless Jewish minorities in Árab countries. On December 10 the 
Jews of Egypt were ‘‘called upon’’ to contribute generously to the 
Save Palestine Fund. The call was published in the organ of the 
‘t Moslem Brethren’’ by the Youth Section of the Al-Azhar University.’ 
In Syria (where seven synagogues were burnt in Aleppo by a rioting 
mob early in December) the Jewish Community Council was forced to 
collect funds and hand them over to the Arab Committee for the pur- 
chase of arms to kill their Jewish brethren in Palestine. The atmosphere 
existing in Lebanon ean best be described through the following extract 
from a Beirut newspaper :? 


**Tt has been reported that Jews of Saida visited this office in 
order to complain about the attacks to which they have been sub- 
jected (ie. by Arabs). They have now condemned the partition 
of Palestine and have declared their willingness to contribute 
money for Palestine (i.e. for the Arabs of Palestine). We have 
been informed that the Committee of the Office has reassured 
the Lebanese Jews that despite personal acts of hostility no fu- 
ture malevolence is intended against them. In the opinion of 
the Committee, Lebanese Jews can do nothing against the secur- 
ity of Arab peoples... . 

“Donations can be sent directly to the permanent office in 
the, city.” 


CONCLUSION 


45. In its task of determining whether a threat to the peace, a 
breach of the peace, or an act of aggression exists, the Security Council 
may be guided by the view of the General Assembly that any or all of 
those three situations is created by ‘‘an attempt to alter by force the 
settlement envisaged by this Resolution." The Arab Governments 
have jointly and severally defined their objective in almost those very 
words. (See Paras. 5-13 above). Indeed it is axiomatic that a violent 
revolt against an international judgment cannot fail to threaten inter- 
national peace and security since it constitutes a defiance of the very 
organization to whose care the preservation of peace has been en- 


trusted. 


46. The Jews of Palestine with the full support of the Jewish 
Agency will do their part in resisting this aggression against their 
lives, their future and their internationally sanctioned rights. They 
regard the General Assembly’s Resolution as a compromise reached

INTRODUCTION 


1. The security situation in Palestine, where the United Kingdom Government exercises 
undivided responsibility for the preservation of law and order, has been the subject 

of а special Report by the United Nations Palestine Commission to the Security Council. 
In that Report the Commission finds that the "security situation continues to be 
aggravated"; that "powerful Arab interests, both inside and outside Palestine, are 
defying the resolution of the General Assembly, and аге engaged in а deliberate ef- 
fort to alter by force the settlement envisaged therein" and that special measures will 
therefore be required to maintain security during the implementation of ihe General 


Assembly's Resolution. 


2. The underlying causes and purposes of the present violence in Palestine are not 
matters of mere academic interest and the Jewish Agency for Palestine feels bound to 
contribute what it can to an accurate portrayal of the situation which the U.N. 
Palestine Commission has described in such grave terms. This duty is the more com- 
pelling in view of the fact that the United Kingdom Government has publicly given 

an account of that situation which the Jewish Agency regards as untenable. Thus the 
United Kingdom charges Jews and Arabs with equal guilt for aggression; exonerates 
itself from any share of responsibility for the continuance of disorder; and abstains 
from any indication that Jewish defence activities in Palestine have any relation to 


the maintenance of United Nations authority and the principles of the Charter. 


3. On January 21, 1948, Sir Alexander Cadogan, representing the United Kingdom, gave 
the United Nations Palestine Commission an account of the circumstances in which con- 
flict and disturbances had arisen in Palestine. "The Jewish story," he said, "that 
the Arabs are the attackers and the Jews the attacked is not tenable. The Arabs are 
determined to show that they will not submit tamely to the United Nations Plan of 
Partition; while the Jews are trying to consolidate the advantages gained at the Gen- 
eral Assembly by a succession of drastic operations designed to intimidate and cure 
the Arabs of any desire for further conflict. Elements on each side are thus engaged 
in attacking or in making reprisals indistinguishable from attacks....The Government 
of Palestine fears that strife in Palestine will be greatly intensified when the 
Mandate is terminated, and that the international status of the United Nations Com- 
mission will mean little or nothing to the Arabs in Palestine to whom the killing of 


Jews now transcends all other considerations." 


2. 


+. This version of Jews and Arabs engaged in indiscriminate violence with the Mandatory 
Power standing neutral between them was supported by Mr. Creech-Jones at a conference 


with the press on February 18, 1948. 


5. The United Kingdom view may thus be summarized as follows: It is not a case of Arab 
attack upon Jews and Jewish defence against such attack. There has been a simultaneous 
eruption of violence from both sides, both of which are engaged in military operations 
of identical character, in pursuit of political objectives on whose respective merits 
the United Kingdom has no views. The United Kingdom Government appears unaware which 
side began the violence; but since it categorically dismisses the view that "the Arabs 
are the attackers," the logical conclusion would appear to be that the Jews may have 
taken the initiative. In the ensuing disorders the Mandatory Power fulfilled no role 


except the impartial maintenance of law and order and the suppression of violence. 


The Arab Role 
6. This presentation completely distorts the picture. In particular, the grave charge 
of aggression levelled against the Jews is utterly unwarranted. There is no doubt 
whatever where initial responsibility for this violent conflict lies. It is entirely 
due, in the words of the U.N. Palestine Commission, to the fact that "powerful Arab 
interests, both inside and outside Palestine, are defying the resolution of the General 
Assembly and are engaged in a deliberate effort to alter by force the settlement envisaged 


therein." 


7. The Jewish Agency contends that these "powerful interests inside Palestine" are 
principally the Arab Higher Committee, while the "powerful interests outside Palestine" 
are the Arab League and the Governments represented therein. The Arab Higher Committee, 
the Arab League and the Governments represented therein have all proclaimed the fact 
that they are engaged in an attempt to defeat the U.N. Resolution by violence; and there 


is every reason to accept their professions on this point with complete confidence. 


The Jewish Role 
8. Violence in Palestine began with Arab attacks on Jewish life and property; and all 
military activities of the Palestine Jewish community have had no other object but to 
defend the Jewish population against those attacks or to take measures against their 


threatened continuance, in default of effective action by the Mandatory authorities. 
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The British Role 
9. At the same time the attitude of neutrality which the Mandatory Power had assumed 
between the implementation of the United Nations Resolution and its violation has 
involved neutrality between defence and attack; and the practical effect of such an 
attitude of neutrality has been to assist the Arab attack and impede the Jewish 


defence. 


10. In a separate memorandum submitted to the U.N. Palestine Commission on February 2, 
1948, the Jewish Agency has discussed the responsibility of the Arab Governments and 

the Palestine Arab Higher Committee for aggression in Palestine with a view to the 
forcible reversal of a United Nations Resolution in violation of the Charter and in a 
manner inconsistent with the Purposes and Principles of the United Nations. Since the 
submission of that memorandum further evidence has accumulated to prove continued ag- 
gressive initiative on the part of these Arab bodies in bringing into Palestine armed 
forces from outside and organizing major attacks on Jewish settlements. In the present 
memorandum it is proposed to discuss the two other main features of the security situa- 
tion — the effects of British neutrality, and the operations of the Jewish defence forces 


in the face of that neutrality and of Arab aggression, 


The Effects of Neutrality 
11. The anomalous effects of neutrality in an issue between aggression and defence are 
revealed in Sir Alexander Cadogan's statement itself. That statement rests on the false 
assumption that Jews resorted to military measures after the Assembly's Resolution not 
in order to defend themselves but "to consolidate the advantages" gained by them under 
the partition scheme. From that assumption the statement proceeds to reveal that in the 
mind of the United Kingdom Government, military operations in support or in defiance of 
a United Nations policy are in the same category and even become l"indistinguishable." 
In referring to Arab attacks, the invidious word "tamely" seems to indicate that in the 
British view "submission" to a United Nations judgment is not an act to be expected of 
spirited or courageous men. Both Arabs and Jews are represented as equally wicked in that 
both parties fire at each other, throw grenades and recruit men for further violence. By 
this disingenuous method any "neutral" could have proved that the Nazis and the Allies 


were equally "aggressive" in the recent war, since in the course of fighting both sought 
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equally to take the military initiative and each bombed the other's cities. Any such 
analysis is deceptive, since it ignores how the violent sequence began, with whom the 
aggressive initiative rests at each stage, and who has a political purpose and motive 


in maintaining the conflict. 


12. The Jews took no steps whatever to "consolidate their advantage" after the Assembly's 
Resolution. Their celebration of imminent independence did not include the festive use 

of firearms. No Jewish military action was taken or contemplated until Arab attacks de- 
veloped against road convoys, Jewish quarters of mixed urban areas and isolated Jewish 
villages. If those Arab attacks were now to stop, peace would immediately be re-established 
in Palestine. The Arabs themselves, having no interest to facilitate the British posture 

of neutrality, openly avow their own responsibility for aggression and their determination 
to maintain it. Jewish military activities, however determined in execution, are part 


of a basically defensive design. 


13. The motives which have prompted the Mandatory Power to attempt an attitude of neu- 
trality may or may not be relevant. Its practical effects are clear. The peace and 
security of Palestine are adversely affected in the present and are still more seriously 
threatened in the future as a result of the British Government's failure to maintain 
law and order, and its refusal to allow a suitable preparation of adequate security 
forces to function when the Mandate terminates. Those who aspire to alter the Assembly's 
Resolution by force are powerfully encouraged by the atmosphere of tolerance and rela- 
tive impunity in which they have been able to operate. They are free to send forces 
into Palestinian territory: to assemble them in large concentrations in central parts 

of the country where they assume virtual administrative control; to establish & country- 
wide military organization for launching a concerted attack against the Jews; to set up 
headquarters in the Old City of Jerusalem where the commanders and instigators of Arab 
aggression pass to and fro as honorable belligerents under the eyes of British military 
and police authorities -- in brief, to make full preparations for defeating the United 
Nations decision. At the same time a foreign army is maintained on Palestinian soil, 
called the Arab Legion, whose members indulge in violence against the Jewish population. 
The announcement by Arab countries of their intention to invade Palestine and supply 


arms in support of Arab aggression is not considered by the British Government as a 
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sufficient ground for discontinuing its deliveries of arms to those countries. On the 
other hand, the Jewish population of Palestine is refused permission openly and legally 
to organize its own defence. Its defensive efforts are crippled by searches, while its 
resources of arms are constantly depleted by confiscation. Jewish citizens defending 
their community are detained and imprisoned. On the highways in Palestine, which cannot 
be traversed without danger to life, the authorities simultaneously refuse to provide 
armed escort and decline to allow Jewish travellers to use adequate defensive equipment. 
Facilities requested by the UN Commission itself, to enable it to prepare in time lawful 


agencies of security to operate after the Mandate ends, are bluntly refused. 


14, All these policies and practices are directly costing human lives at this very 
moment; but their deeper significance lies in the conditions which they determine for 
the immediate future. It seems inevitable, unless preventive action is taken inter- 
nationally, that at an early date there will be a full-scale Arab attack upon the United 
Nations decision countered by a wholehearted Jewish effort to defend that decision. The 
attack will be stronger and the defence weaker as a direct consequence of the Mandatory 


Government's policy and administrative practice. 


Role of the Mandatory Power in the Maintenance of Law and Order 





15. In the House of Commons on December 11, 1947, Mr. Creech-Jones said: 

"Between now and the termination of the Mandate the British 

Government in Palestine will remain responsible for law and 

order." 
It is commonly recognized that the prospect of suppressing riots and disorders depends 
very largely on the steps taken at their initial outbreak. <A swift assertion of lawful 
authority can nip the evil in the bud and prevent violent movements from gathering 
momentum. If the first violent acts can be carried out with impunity and the targets 


for those attacks remain undefended, a prolongation of disorder becomes almost inevitable. 


16. The first outbreaks of Arab violence took two forms. There were numerous attacks 
on Jewish traffic on the Jaffa-Jerusalem highway; and an Arab mob attacked a Jewish 
quarter of Jerusalem known as the Commercial Centre. In the ensuing weeks the Arab 
Higher Committee extended its efforts to maintain constant disorder both on the roads 


and in mixed urban areas, and lack of any strong counter—measures was to have fatal effects. 
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17. On February 1, 1948, the United Kingdom delegation published the following figures 


of casualties which had occurred in Palestine since December 1, 1947: 


British 46 killed 135 wounded 
Arabs 7 1 1035 " 
Jews 31 ж 725 я 
Others 15 ! 14 " 


According to information at the disposal of the Jewish Agency the figures of Jewish 
fatalities are fairly accurate as practically all Jewish deaths are known and recorded. 
Ihe actual number of Arab dead is considerably higher than that indicated since the 
Arabs are concerned for reasons of morale and political effect to conceal the real ex- 
tent of their losses. The total loss of life is thus much higher than that indicated 


above, 


Security on the Roads 
18. On November 30, seven Jews were killed in an attack near Ramleh when travelling 
from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalem. During the following few Gaya most non-Arab vehicles pass- 
ing along this road were subject to attacks near Ramleh by sniping and ambush. On 
December 3, a senior Government official informed the Jewish Agency that police escort 
could not be provided for inter-urban convoys since "that might be interpreted as 
British implementation of partition.” The suggestion of the Jewish Agency that a day 
curfew be imposed on Ramleh was rejected; and no attention was paid to the precedents 
for the imposition of several days’ curfew on urban areas such as Tel-Aviv, ten times 
the size of Ramleh, in reaction to violence committed by dissident groups and condemned 


by the whole community. 


19. In pursuance of this policy the Government continued for several days not only to 
withhold protection from travellers on the roads but to penalise those who took measures 
in their own defence. On December 4, a car taking Air France passengers from Tel-Aviv 
to Lydda was attacked near the Arab village of Yehudia. Vehicles carrying Norwegian 
Air Line and United States Trans-—World airline passengers were also fired upon. On 
December 13, a British Overseas Airways Corporation car was attacked near Lydda Airport; 
four of the corporation's employees were brutally murdered by Arabs. On December 25, 
the Government refused a request from the BOAC and TWA air companies for use of the 


Royal Air Force field at Attaroth near Jerusalem as a station for a shuttle service 


- 
to avoid transporting air passengers by car through an area infested with Arab snipers. 


20, On December 7, a Jewish convoy set out from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalem. One of the 
passengers was Joshua Globerman, a leading member of the Haganah. On the road the convoy 
was halted by a British patrol and searched for arms. When the convoy proceeded on its 
way, Globerman was shot through the head by two Arabs who attacked his car with rifle 
fire. He was unarmed because of his urgent desire to reach Jerusalem on an important 


mission without risk of arrest. 


21. The Jewish Agency repeatedly applied to the Government for permission to use 
armored cars of the Jewish Settlement Police for escorting convoys on the roads, These 
requests were refused. On December 11, ten members of the Jewish Settlement Police 

while riding in an open tender to Kfar Etzion were killed by a band of eighty Arabs, 
armed with machine guns, south of Bethlehem. The following day the Palestine Post re- 
ceived: letters from a Jewish police officer and the parents of the men killed protesting 
against the Government's refusal to allow armored cars for escort duty. The former 
letter addressed to the Inspector General of Police said: "At the funeral of the 10 Jews 
killed you did send two armored cars: one in front, the second to bring up the rear. Had 
you sent those two cars with the convoy, there would probably have been no funeral to 


escort." 


22. | Reviewing the situation on December 14, the correspondent of the New York Times in 
Jerusalem wrote: "It seems evident to observers that the British authorities are not 


exerting themselves particularly to protect road traffic." 


23. On December 18, the Jewish Settlement Police were allowed to use their armored 
cars within village boundaries, but not to protect road traffic. The restriction was 


explained as due to the "intention not to provoke the Arabs." 


24. On December 21, the Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies informed the House 
of Commons that the British Government did not consider that the arming of Jewish bus 
drivers would enhance the safety of road traffic "since the carrying of firearms by 
vehicle drivers does not constitute effective protection against small arms fire from 
ambush." In order to avoid encouraging any impression that armored cars might "consti- 


tute effective protection" in such circumstances, the Minister went on to emphasize that 
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Jewish police were not allowed to send their armored cars outside their villages. "It 
was impossible," he added, "for all police on duty to travel in armored vehicles nor 
could they carry out their duties effectively if they did." On January 22, a group of 
Jewish settlement policemen, travelling in an open tender because of this persistent 
ban on armored cars, were attacked by an armed band near Yazur. Seven of their number 
were killed and horribly mtilated. Yet on January 29, Colonel Nelson, of British 
Military headquarters, informed representatives of Jewish settlements in the Jordan 
valley that they must not use armored cars outside the confines of their settlements 
"since it arouses the Arabs." He went on to say that if the Jews continued to use 
armored cars, they would be stopped by force. In January, the Executive of the Vaad 
Leumi (the National Council of Palestine Jews), whose public duties involve frequent 
Journeys between Tel-Aviv and Jerusalem, improvised armored protection for their car. 
Upon its arrival in Tel-Aviv on January 19, the car was promptly confiscated by the 


British police. 


25. During December 1947, Arab snipers in the Sheikh Jarrah quarter of Jerusalem con- 
timually attacked Jewish ambulances and buses on the road to the Hadassah Hospital on 
Mount Scopus. In such attacks one nurse was killed and two doctors and two nurses were 
wounded, But at a press conference on January 21, 1948, the Palestine Government spokes- 
man said; "Armed escorts are not granted to ambulances because ordinary considerations 
of humanity should render them immune to attacks." The Palestine Government appeared 

to estimate the situation differently from Sir Alexander Cadogan who on the same date 

of January 21 informed the UN Palestine Commission that "for the Arabs the killing of 
Jews transcends all other considerations." It is noteworthy that on January 23, a tommy 
gun and four rifles which had been seized by Police in this same Sheikh Jarrah quarter 


on January 7 were reported to have been returned to their Arab owners. 


26. Funeral parties escorting Jewish dead to the cemetery on the Mount of Olives are 
constantly fired upon from Sheikh Jarrah and the Old City where Arab gangs commanded 
by Sheikh Hassan Bahri control entrance and exit at the Jaffa, Damascus and Herod's 
Gates. At a certain stage, funerals had to be discontimed and over 20 bodies piled 
up in the morgues. Sheikh Bahri gave an interview on January 8 to Mr. Carter Davidson 
of the Associated Press who reported as follows: 


"The Sheikh pointed to the Mount of Olives and asked if I 
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had been to the cemetery where several Jewish funeral pro- 
cessions had been attacked by Arabs....He said 'You can go 
with my men sometimes if you like. They often drop in to 


Jewish funerals these days!", 


27. The problem of the Holy Places being left in the custody of this ghoulish indi- 
vidual is discussed elsewhere in this memorandum. The attitude of the Mandatory 
Government towards him is vividly depicted in the attached photographs* which show 
the Sheikh, during a respite from his normal activities, conducting a campaign of 


self-publicity under the eyes of British military and police officers. 


28. It is impossible in the compass of this memorandum to detail with every instance 
in which Jewish traffic has been attacked with fatal results. Many of the fatalities 
might have been avoided and further attacks discouraged if the use of armored cars had 
been freely authorized and if escorts had been adequately armed as they were in 1938-9. 
The attacks themselves would have become less frequent if villages and quarters such 
as Yazur and Sheikh Jarrah had been visited by preventive action. For over a fortnight 
after the initial outbreak there were no acts by way of counter-offensive on the part 
of the Jews, not even by their dissident groups. The expectation was that strong 
measures would be taken by the Government. It was only in the continued absence of such 
measures that the Haganah proceeded to operate independently to eliminate Arab strong- 
holds and that the dissident groups resorted to deplorable indiscriminate attacks. In 
the course of these operations or after their completion the British forces have often 
proceeded against the Jews with an efficiency and determination which were potently 


lacking in the face of the original violence. 


Initial Outbreaks in Jerusalem 





29. The attitude of the Mandatory Government to Arab violence was most strikingly re- 
vealed in the earliest days of the Arab outbreak in Jerusalem and in the border zone of 


Jaffa - Tel-Aviv. On December 2, an Arab mob surged through Princess Mary Avenue іп 


*Nos. 1 & 2 
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Jerusalem, wrecking and gutting shops, stabbing and throwing stones. Тһе old Jewish 
Commercial Centre was looted and burned. The enclosed photographs* show these disorders 
being carried out under the eyes of British police officers. It is significant that the 
first act of British forces after the outbreak was to arrest a party of Haganah members 
who were engaged in dispersing looters, restoring order and restraining an enraged 


Jewish crowd from retaliation. 


30. For three days early in December, Arab bands intermittently attacked the Yemin Moshe 
quarter of Jerusalem. Jews fired back. The Police searched the quarter, arresting 


twenty-seven Jews and not & single Arab. 


Advice on Evacuation 
31. In the latter weeks of December, Arab violence became more constant and better or- 
ganized. А determined attempt was made to destroy outlying Jewish settlements in the 
Negev and the Hebron area and to terrorize their inhabitants into abandoning their homes. 
There could, of course, be no greater spur to Arab violence than for a Jewish area to be 
yielded under attack. Any such evacuation would spell the success of aggression in its 
main objective and would replace initial Arab caution and reluctance to fight by an 
incentive to mass uprising. Yet the role of the Palestine Government in these circum 


stances has been to advise the attacked villages or quarters to evacuate. 


32. Thus on December 7, the British military commander in South Palestine called in the 
representatives of fourteen settlements in the Negev and advised them to abandon their 
positions. It could not have escaped the notice of the British authorities that such 
evacuation would be tantamount to the surrender by the Jews of the entire Negev area 
assigned by the Assembly to the Jewish State. On December 23, a British military spokes- 
man advised the Jewish Community Council to evacuate the old Commercial Centre of 
Jerusalem. On January 13, Arab snipers fired for several hours on the Government 
Hospital for Jewish Mental Patients at Bat Yam, south of Jaffa; the Government took 

no measures beyond intimating to Jewish authorities that the patients ought to be 
evacuated. A few days later the Government ordered the evacuation of the site. There 


have been mumerous attempts by British authorities to persuade the Jews to evacuate the 
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Old City of Jerusalem which has been inhabited by Jews for several centuries and is hal- 


lowed for the Jewish people by age-old religious and historical associations. 


Situation in the Old City 
33. The reluctance of the Mandatory Government to appear as an agent in the implementa- 
tion of the Assembly's Resolution has resulted in its passive submission to the control 
by Arab gangs of the Old City of Jerusalem, including its Holy Places. The control of 
the Old City by the Arab Higher Committee involves violation of a religious sentiment 
the depth of which was so powerfully revealed during the recent session of the General 


Assembly. 


34. Day after day Arab snipers, taking cover chiefly behind the walls of the Great 
Mosque, continued to fire on the Jewish quarter of the Old City. Jewish passersby at 

Jaffa Gate were attacked and killed. Food convoys into the Old City were under fire. For 
many days after the initial outbreak no acts of retaliation occurred. The Jewish Com 
munity was waiting for a strong military and police reaction, which was not forthcoming. 

It was in these circumstances that a dissident Jewish terrorist group proceeded to commit 
bombing outrages against Arabs at Damascus and Jaffa Gates. The outrages were unreservedly 
condemned by the organized community. They were seized upon as an excuse by Arab bands to 
install their rule over the Old City to which the British authorities, to all apparent 


purposes, have quietly submitted. 


35. By early January the Arabs had established armed "guards" at the Jaffa Gate, Damascus 
Gate, New Gate, Zion Gate and St. Stephens Gate. 1500 Jews found themselves besieged 
within the walls, completely cut off from the world outside. Entry into and exit from the 
walled city were controlled by men illegally armed under a commander appointed by the 

Arab Higher Committee. When on January 2, the Jewish Agency Liaison Officer, Capt. Gluck- 
mann, asked Colonel McLeod commanding the 2nd Battalion of the Highland Light Infantry 

for facilities to visit the Jewish quarter, the latter undertook "to obtain a pass from 


the Arab Higher Committee." 


36. From conversations between Jewish representatives and British Officers in formal 
command of the Old City it has again emerged that British forces regard themselves as 
standing in a position of neutrality between Arabs attacking the Jewish quarters, and 


Jews defending themselves against attack. "So long as they shoot at each other we leave 


als 


them alone" was the remark of & British officer to two foreign newspaper correspondents 
who visited him on January l7. Sheikh Bahri, who is the commander of the Arab "forces" 
in the Old City, boasted on January 8 of his success in keeping the Jews away from the 


historic Wailing Wall, the greatest existing Sanctuary of the Jewish faith. 


37. Nothing illustrates better the moral position in which the Mandatory Power has 
found itself as & result of its desire to avoid implementation of the United Nations 
Resolution than this surrender of the Old City of Jerusalem to the most lawless and 
impious elements in the country. The apparent indifference of the Mandatory Power to 
whether force is used to attack or to defend the United Nations Resolution applies even 
when the policy attacked is not that of creating a Jewish State but of setting up an 


international regime in a city sacred to the three great faiths. 


Attacks on Haganah 

38. It is a reasonable deduction from these events that the fear of being in any way 
implicated in the implementation of the United Nations policy predominates in the mind 
of the Mandatory against its obligation to maintain law and order, The defence of Jews 
against Arab attack is inhibited, for the reason that it is liable to be construed as a 
defence of the United Nations policy against forces seeking to overthrow it. Being 
averse to incurring this implication, British forces are often unwilling to defend or 
to authorize the defence of Jews by the only measures which would render the defence 


effective. 


39. In this situation the Jewish people in Palestine have come to recognize that only 
their own forces stand between them and annihilation, Faced with the Government's neu- 
trality in the issue of their survival or extermination; fortified by the knowledge that 
the political objectives of their attackers are abhorrent to the conscience of the world 
and subversive of United Nations authority, the Jews of Palestine have assumed & respon- 
sibility which formally rests on the Mandatory Power. But for the efforts of Haganah, 
the defence force of the Jewish community, the world would have witnessed in Palestine 
a massacre of Jews by Arabs with the Mandatory Power remaining neutral and passive, or 


interfering only belatedly and ineffectively. 


l0, It is therefore singular that formal legality, so tolerantly compromised in the Old 


City of Jerusalem and elsewhere, is so often rigidly applied to Jewish defenders. A 
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Haganah member defending his community against murderous attack is not only exposed to 
the normal hazards of battle: he may also at any moment be arrested, disarmed or even 


shot by British soldiers and police. 


41. As already mentioned, on the very first day of the disturbances in Jerusalem, De- 
cember 2, several members of the Haganah were arrested. They had intervened to restore 
order in the looted Commercial Centre, and to restrain their own people from angry re- 


prisal. The enclosed photographs show them engaged in these tasks.* 


42. Оп December №, fifteen Haganah youths, including two girls, were arrested in 
Julian's Way, Jerusalem, for carrying arms. On December 7, Haganah was active in de- 
fending the Hatikvah quarter of Tel-Aviv against a serious attack. Late that evening 
the police confiscated Sten guns, rifles and ammunition belonging to the defenders. 
Haganah sentries guarding the Jewish Home for the Blind situated in an isolated spot 
near Jerusalem were arrested on December 6. On December 10, five Jews were arrested 
while defending an outpost at Tel ar-Rish south of Tel-Aviv. On December 14, after an 
attack on the detached Jewish suburb of Holon near Jaffa, which had lasted all day, 
was beaten off, the police arrived and searched the quarter for arms: six of the de- 
fenders were arrested. On December 19, four Haganah members were arrested while 
escorting a convoy of the Palestine Potash Company to the Dead Sea. On December 28, 
Arabs attacked a Jewish children's home in the Katamon quarter of Jerusalem; police 
searched the quarter, arresting 10 Haganah members and not a single Arab. On the same 
day a large Arab band attacked a group of Jews guarding the water pipeline to the Negev 
near the village of Amara. Later British troops arrived and arrested all the Jewish 
guards, including the wounded. On January 12, 60 men from Kfar Uriah, which had been 
attacked by Arabs for three days, were kepesta and disarmed by British police: subse- 
quently the arms were returned. Іп all these, and in numerous other incidents, no 


attempts were made to apprehend Arabs. 


43. Reviewing the situation on December 28 the Jerusalem correspondent of the New York 
Times wrote: "Complaints of the Jewish Agency for Palestine that police disarmed only 
Jews and not Arabs appeared justified today by an official statement on the fight 
Friday near Gaza. It said the police dispersed the Arabs and took the Jews into 
custody, confiscating thirty rifles, four machine guns, thirteen sub-machine guns, 


and more than 3,000 rounds of ammunition from the Jews." 
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ІҢ, The military courts still treat Jewish defence personnel as criminals if they do 
not go about unarmed. On January l, a Haganah member was sentenced to five years im- 
prisonment for carrying arms in the Salameh quarter on the outskirts of Tel-Aviv. On 
January 6, two Jewish girls, aged 18 and 20, were sentenced to a fine of $1,600 or 
three years imprisonment for possession of arms. On January 21, two Haganah men in 
Jerusalem convicted by the Military Court for possessing arms, pleaded that "it would 


be a crime against humanity to sit idly by while murder is being done." 


45., It cannot seriously be contended that Jews can afford to go unarmed in the confi- 
dence that British protection is at hand. On December 2, a journalist, Asher Lazar, was 
stabbed and seriously wounded a few yards from Police headquarters in Jerusalem. On 
January lh, a Jewish woman, aged 53, was stabbed by a group of Arabs under the very eyes 
of British sentries and then shot twice through the head. The correspondent of the New 
York Times, who witnessed this incident, reported one of the sentries to have told him: 


"We saw that something was happening but we couldn't leave our posts." 


16. On many occasions British action against Haganah has been of direct assistance to 
Arab attackers. . The Sheikh Jarrah quarter of Jerusalem has already been mentioned as a 
nest of snipers against traffic passing to Mount Scopus. The same snipers continually 
attack the Jewish quarter of Hahlat Shimon. On January 21, British police confiscated 
all the arms in the possession of Nahlat Shimon residents. The Jewish residential 
suburb of Jerusalem, Talpiot, is separated from the town by Arab quarters and a stretch 
of open field. On January 29, British police arrested the fifteen Jews guarding the 
children's home at Arnona, Talpiot, and removed their arms. At the height of the Arab 
attack on the Jewish quarter of the Old City sixteen Jewish defenders were arraigned 
before a military court. А Government spokesman said that "the presence of Haganah in 
the Old City was not calculated to help." This despite the fact that but for Haganah 
the Jewish quarter of the Old City would on several occasions have been broken into with 
consequences too dreadful to contemplate. On January 26, British forces actually blew 
up a Jewish defence post in the Old City. On January 24, British troops blew up a de- 
fence post in a Jewish distillery in Mikvoh Israel, which Arab gangs had unsuccessfully 
attempted to blow up four days previously. On February 17, Haganah defence posts were 
blown up in Mekor Haim near Jerusalem. Mekor Haim has been under almost daily attack 


for the past three months and early in February its defenders had repulsed an attack 
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from a strong Arab band including uniformed Iraqis. 


47. Action against Jewish defence activities have even gone to the lengths of police 
and military killing and wounding Jewish security personnel and civilians. On Decem- 
ber 3, a Jewish worker, Saul Levi, was shot dead by a British policeman in Tel-Aviv. 
While Haganah forces were defending the Hatikvahquarters on the outskirts of Tel-Aviv 
on the night of December 4-5 a police armored car arrived and fired on the Jews, kill- 
ing three men in cold blood, including a senior Haganah officer, Jacob Shiff. Five of 
his colleagues were later sentenced to heavy terms of imprisonment. This incident was 
the subject of representations by the Chairman of the Jewish Agency Executive to the 
High Commissioner for Palestine on December 8. On December 9, British police, firing 
indiscriminately in Tel-Aviv, killed two Jewish civilians including a thirteen-year 

old school girl, Zipporah Pasmanic. On December 10, Gedalia Harari was one of a Haganah 
party detained for questioning at the Manshiah quarter of Jaffa; on being released and 
proceeding down the road he was shot dead by a police officer firing at long range. On 
January 8, & Jewish youth and girl, Samuel Zabary and Miriam Mindel, were shot dead by 
a British military patrol in Tel-Aviv. Investigations are now proceeding into the cir- 
cumstances in which the editorial offices of the Palestine Post were blown up on 


February 1. 


48. On January 25, a Haganah road patrol was attacked by a band of 200 Arabs at Quastel 
near Jerusalem. The Haganah party suffered ten men killed, at least four of them by 
British troops who fired indiscriminately at Jews and Arabs and prevented Jewish rein- 
forcements from reaching the scene. This incident was acknowledged and regrets 
expressed by the British authorities. 

The most terrible incident of this character occurred in Jerusalem on February 12. 
Haganah members were manning a road—block in an exposed part of the city (the road junc- 
tion of Mea Shearim-Samuel Hanavi Streets). They were arrested by a British military 
patrol and taken to a police station in the heart of an Arab area. They were then let 
loose, unarmed, to face certain and hideous death. The nude bodies of four of these 
men, between the ages of 19 and 23, were found outside the Lion's Gate on the Jericho 
Road. It is clear that they were deliberately handed over for execution to Arab mobs. 
An army sergeant-major implicated in this incident is now under arrest and an investi- 


gation has been ordered by the General Officer Commanding. 
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49. The practice of disarming and impeding Haganah forces mst be examined in the 
light of circumstances which make the life of the Jewish population dependent on its 
own defensive resources. On several occasions entire villages would have been wiped 
out but for Haganah defence. When Dan, Kfar Szold and Yehiam in Upper Galilee were 
attacked by invading forces from Syria and Lebanon on January 9, 14 and 21 respectively, 
British troops in the end intervened strongly to repel the invaders. But for several 
hours the Haganah forces had held the attackers at bay unaided. When Kfar Etzion near 
Hebron was heavily attacked by armed bands on January 14, twenty-four hours elapsed 
before British troops arrived on the scene, by which time the attackers had already 
suffered a crushing defeat. On February 10, a major assault was launched at 11 a.m. on 
the Yemin Moshe quarter in Jerusalem and resisted by Haganah; British troops went into 
action only at 4 p.m., after the main phase of the attack was over. On February 16, 
the Haganah forces successfully defended Tirat Zvi and two neighboring settlements in 
the Beisan Vally against a large-scale Arab attack for six hours before British troops 
appeared. It is easy to imagine what the fate of the Jewish settlers would have been 
without the defence of Haganah whose members are so frequently disarmed and arrested by 


British security forces. 


50. Occasions on which Jewish convoys, though frequently attacked, have been searched 
for arms, have already been mentioned. Their number is legion. The Government has re- 
peatedly given assurances that these searches will be stopped. They have contimed to 
take place. The Head of the Jewish Agency's Political Department in Jerusalem herself 
received an assurance from the Chief Secretary that arms searches in Jewish convoys 
would be discontinued. A few days later the convoy in which Mrs.Meyerson was travel- 


ling was searched for arms, &nd some of her escort detained. 





51. These stringent measures against Jewish defenders are accompanied by a policy of 
comparative leniency towards Arab attackers. The position was well summarized by an 
American correspondent who wrote on December 22: "While higher British policy is to 
treat Jews and Arabs alike, certain British police appear to be taking advantage of the 
disorder to settle scores marked up during the last two years....The attitude of these 
police is to look the other way while Arabs prepare attacks against Jews, but to act 


promptly to arrest Jews with firearms." (New York Herald Tribune) 
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52. The organization which instigates and commands Arab aggression in Palestine is the 
Arab Higher Committee which works through local Committees in urban and rural areas. 

The Higher Committee makes no secret of its role as an organization bent on killing Jews 
and destroying Jewish property with the aim of frustrating the United Nations decision 
and imposing a political settlement which was emphatically rejected by the General As- 
sembly. The leading members of the Higher Committee in Palestine are Dr. Hussein Khalidi 
and Mr. Emil Ghoury who have both made public their approval of Arab violence and their 
intention to intensify it in the future. The identity of other ring-leaders is well 
known to the Mandatory Government == including Sheikh Hasan Salameh, the military com- 
mander of the Arab bands in the Lydda District, who had been in the Mufti's entourage 

at Berlin during the war and who was dropped on Palestine by parachute in 1944: and 
Sheikh Bahri who is in effective control of the entire Old City of Jerusalem. No 

effort whatsoever has been made by the Government to take these instigators of violence 
into custody or even to impede their movement? Dr. Khalidi in fact is often received 
in audience by the High Commissioner, and in one of these meetings he announced the in- 


tention of the Arabs to attack the U.N. Commission. 


53. On January 14, when a strong Arab force launched an unprovoked attack on Kfar 
Etzion, the Palestine Government spokesman said: "The authorities have been in touch 
with responsible Arab bodies in an effort to achieve the immediate dispersal of these 
men." It later transpired that the "responsible Arab bodies" were branches of the Arab 
Higher Committee. The question arises whether instigators of Arab violence would enjoy 
this immunity if their activities were aimed against British policy instead of being 


directed against a United Nations resolution with which Britain is not identified. 


54, The continuing infiltration of Arabs from neighboring countries with the aim of 
increasing violence in Palestine is well known to the Palestine Government. The infor- 
mation supplied by the Jewish Agency on this point in its Memorandum to the UN Commission 
on February 2, 1948, was substantially confirmed by the United Kingdom delegation in its 
communication to the Commission of February 6. No effective measures were taken by the 
British authorities to prevent this violation of Palestinian frontiers. In the House 

of Commons on February ! Mr. Creech-Jones gave the impression that the infiltration 


had taken the Government by surprise. Yet two 





s before the arrival of 700 Arab 


invaders in Tubas, the Jewish 
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to cross the Jordan at Sheikh Hussein or Allenby Bridge. Thereafter they actually did 





cross the river at Sheikh Hussein. 


55. It is interesting to compare the laxity of the Mandatory Power in tolerating the 
entry into Palestinian territory of organized and well-equipped Arab gangs, with the 
determined, expensive and intricate measures which it adopted by land, sea and air and 
through diplomatic action to prevent the helpless victims of Nazi persecution, including 
women and children, from entering Palestine under the immigration provisions of the 


Mandate. 


56. Not content with permitting the high command of Arab aggression to function openly, 
nor with tolerating the entry of foreign reinforcements to strengthen that aggression in 
the future, the policy and practice of the Mandatory Power has the effect also of vir- 
tually facilitating the increase of the arms and equipment which the Arabs need for their 


assault on the United Nations poliéy. 


57. Some of these arms are supplied directly to Arab groups in Palestine without any 
assurance that they will not be used in aggressive action against the United Nations. 
When the Jewish Guard Force at Tel-Aviv was authorized, the Government issued no arms 

at all to that body, but stipulated that the Jewish Agency should issue 500 rifles of 
its own. On the other hand, 200 English rifles were issued to bedu sheikhs in the Negev, 
360 to Arabs in Upper Galilee and 300 to the Arab National Guard at Jaffa. If this 
precedent is followed, any expansion of municipal police forces will be tantamount to a 
device for arming Arab forces which will be better equipped to attack the United Nations 


policy when the time comes. 


58. The Arabs do not have to rely entirely on the free issuance of arms to their police 
forces by the British authorities. A fruitful source of arms is provided through deser- 
tions of Arab members of security forces with their weapons. According to information 
at the disposal of the Jewish Agency, about 375 Arabs have deserted from the Palestine 
police and 75 from the Transjordan Frontier Force, taking with them approximately the 
following quantity of arms and нон. 550 rifles, several Bren guns, 40 other auto- 
matic weapons, 10 pistols, and over 12,000 rounds of ammunition. These desertions are 


still continuing, and the Mandatory Administration is scoring no notable success in 


219 


preventing its arms from disappearing into the armouries of Arab aggression. In Decem- 
рег, а complete police armory was stolen by Arabs at Ramleh, containing 400 rifles and a 


large quantity of ammunition. The raid was executed with the help of Arab policemen. 


59. As if all this arms traffic was not sufficient, the arms reserves available for Arab 
aggression are increased by the direct supply of military equipment to Arab States on 
the part of the Mandatory Power, under the terms of treaties and in fulfillment of con- 


tractual obligations. 


60. The resolve of the Arab States to provide arms for an Arab revolt against Partition 
is clearly on record. Yet under the terms of a new treaty signed between the United 
Kingdom Government and the Government of Iraq on January 15, 1948, Great Britain reaf- 
firmed its readiness to supply Iraq with arms. By Article 8 of the Annexure of that 
treaty "His Brittanic Majesty undertakes to grant whenever they may be required by His 
Majesty, the King of Iraq, all possible facilities in the following matters..... provi- 
sion for the forces of His Majesty, the King of Iraq, of arms, ammunition, ships and 
airplanes of modern pattern such as are in current use by the forces of His Brittanic 
Majesty on a priority which having regard to the relative needs of each force shall 
treat both forces equally." It is estimated that as recently as during September and 
October, 1947, Iraq purchased from the United Kingdom Government 130 armored vehicles, 
some 90 airplanes, about 2,500 individual arms and over 2,000 non-armored vehicles. А 
statement of a British Foreign Office spokesman on January 13, 1948, indicated that there 
is no intention of changing these arrangements in the light of the new situation created 
by the determination of Arab Governments to use armed forces against the General Assem- 
bly's resolution. The spokesman justified British policy in this regard by invoking 

the validity of treaty obligations. This justification, however, fails to take account 
of Article 103 of the UN Charter which reads: "In the event of a conflict between the 
obligations of the members of the UN under the present Charter and their 

obligations under any other international agreement, their obligations under the present 
charter shall prevail." The obligations under the Charter are partly defined in Arti- 
cles 1 and 2 relating to "effective collective measures for the prevention and removal 
of threats to the peace and for the suppression of acts of aggression and other breaches 
of the peace". There is a further overriding provision already quoted, viz: "all mem- 
bers shall give the UN every assistance in any action it takes in accordance with the 


present Charter". (Article 2, Para. Y). 
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61. In discussing this subject in the House of Commons on February 6, 1948, the British 
Minister of Defence (Mr. А. V. Alexander) stated that his Government had no reason to 
suppose that arms assigned to Arab States under treaties would find their way to Pal- 
estine. The official statement by seven Arab Prime Ministers on December 17, 1947, 

to the effect that they would supply the Palestine Arabs with arms, money and men should 
be sufficient to disturb Mr. Alexander's confidence in the innocent destination of British 
arms. On January lh, the Egyptian newspaper Al-Masri reported that "all arms being used 
by Iraqi volunteers in Palestine are modern weapons supplied by Britain". On January 2, 
Ahmed Hussein, the leader of the Egyptian volunteers for war in Palestine, stated in а 
letter to the press that the Egyptian Government had supplied 2,000 rifles for war in 
Palestine. 


62. To improve their general supply position the Arabs rely on & systematic campaign of 
traln robberies. Trains carrying heavy cargoes of foodstuffs have been held up and robbed 


by Arabs on the Palestine railway lines on the following occasions: 


December 19 Haifa-ILydda 
December 26 North of Kakun 
December 30 near Gaza 
December 30 near Jerusalem 
January 1 ~ 2 Qalqilya - Tulkarm 


(Five Robberies) 


January 3 North of Egyptian border 
January 16 Athlit and Zikhron Yaacov 
· Јалшагу 23 Near Egyptian border 


Between December l anà December 28, according to Government sources, Arab gangs 
made off with 340 tons of cereals, 100 tons of wood, 190 tons of cement, 15 tons of 


sugar, 20 tons of oranges, 100 tons of miscellaneous goods, 43 cows and 220 bags of mail. 


63. None of these robberies has been resisted by the security forces. When armed guards 


escort these trains, they are ordered to fire over the heads of the robbers, and this 





fact is published in Government communiques, serving, in effect, аз an act of reassur- 
ance to timid spirits amongst aspiring train robbers. A well-known American corres- 
pondent writes in some perplexity: "There has been a certain curious element until now 
in Arab train hold—ups. A train normally was guarded by one or two Arab auxiliary 


policemen armed with rifles. When it was halted by raiders the guards would be relieved 
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of their arms and the Arabs would take whatever they found on the train that they 

needed and the matter was ended, In one recent case a train was robbed twice by two 
different groups within a few miles. Emile Ghory of the Arab Higher Committee remarked 
recently to this correspondent that it was not robbery but blockade",* The reductio | 
ad absurdum in this lamentable affair is reached in an appeal by the Food Controller 

"to Jews and Arabs alike... to abstain from train robberies in the interest of the food 


situation in Palestine"! 


Attacks on Jews by Arab Legion 
64. Units of the Arab Legion (which owes allegiance to the King of Transjordan) have 


for several years been kept in Palestinian territory under the operational command of 
British military headquarters. Soldiers of this Legion have constantly been involved 
in hostile acts against Jewish villagers and Jewish transport, and the Jewish Agency 
has frequently requested the British Government to remove the Arab Legion from Palestine 
and thus eliminate an avoidable source of danger to security in a period of grave poli- 


tical tension. These requests have invariably been disregarded. 


65. The defence of road traffic should have been the primary task of all security forces 
when the Arab wave of violence began on the highways in early December. Yet on Decem- 
ber 15, 1947, Arab Legion troops themselves attacked a Jewish supply convoy on its way 
from Tel-Aviv to the Children's Village at Ben Shemen. Fourteen Jews were killed. This 
incident marked a turning point in the development of Arab aggression in Palestine which 


thereafter became more determined and widespread. 


66. Three days previously, a soldier of the Arab Legion on sentry duty at the 42nd 
General Military Hospital in Haifa, killed a Jew approaching the hospital. On Febru- 
ary 3, 1948, the Jewish Agency received a telegram from the Jewish Community Council 
in Haifa expressing the sense of outrage felt by Haifa Jews at the murder that day of 
Jewish passengers on busses passing the Arab Legion Camp. On February 17, again at 
Haifa, two young Jews and a Jewess were dragged from their car and brutally murdered 
by Arab Legion troops. This incident is the most recent of several in which Arab 
troops, which are under British command, have committed murderous assaults on the 


Jewish population.

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67. The very fact that the Legion is removed from its own territory weans it from such 
restraining influences as the direct political control of its Government might have 
exercised. British control being purely military, the Legion is free to identify itself 
politically with its immediate Arab environment. Its members being strangers in Pales- 
tine, they are also free from such restraints as the fear of possible Jewish retaliation 
against their villages might otherwise exercise. It would seem elementary that in an 
atmosphere of Arab-Jewish tension involving Arab attacks on Jews, the Arab Legion cannot 
sincerely be regarded as an impartial defender of the peace. Refusal to subscribe to this 
fundamental axiom has led to the retention of the Arab Legion in Palestine and now involves 
the British Government in responsibility for the Legion's murderous acts. 

The continued presence in Palestine of Units of the Arab Legion is revolting to the 


sense of security of the Jews and considered as a grave menace by the Jewish Agency. 


Propaganda and Information 





68. The mandatory policy of neutrality involves the necessity of portraying the Jews as 
at loast equally aggressive as the Arabs. On three occasions when Jewish civilian trans- 
port was attacked by Arab Legion troops with fatal results (at Beit Nabala on December 1^, 
at Neve Shaanan, Haifa, on February 3 and on Mount Carmel on February 17) Government com- 
ашты. declared that the Jewish buses had fired first. The world was asked to believe 
that ordinary travellers in a Jewish bus become so exuberant or audacious at the sight of 
& heavily armed Arab Legion camp that they cannot resist inviting death by shooting at 
it. On January 20, a Jew was killed in the Old City by an Arab guard; a Government com- 
munique conjured up a picture of a Jew alone in a hostile Arab quarter provoking his own 
death by attacking the guard. On one occasion, when a murderous assault on a Jewish 
convoy passing by the Arab village of Yazur was described in an official communique as 
having been due to an aggressive act on the part of the Jews, the authorities after 
investigation admitted to the Jewish Agency that the first official version was false 
and that the attack had been unprovoked. On January 18, official sources reported a 
Zionist "punitive expedition" against three villages near Hebron. The following day 

the Mayor of Hebron denied any such attack on any of these villages. Official communi- 
ques after the first battle of Kfar Etzion, when the attack wes beaten off before British 
troops arrived, placed Arab losses at 4; actually they reached well over 60 and the 


underestimate was of service to Arab morale which suffers severely from heavy casualties.

The Palestine Government has often condemned Jewish military activities in reprisal 
against Arab attack$ when these reprisals have tragically involved innocent lives. Yet 
not one word of Governmental condemnation was forthcoming when Arabs murdered a Jewish 
doctor, Dr. Lehrs, in the precincts of his hospital, or when the 35 Jewish victims of 
an Arab ambush near Kfar Etzion were atrociously mutilitated in an act so revolting to 
all human conscience that official silence must give rise to grave misgivings. A photo- 


graph of these mutilated bodies was published in PM on January 30. 





69. At a meeting of Sub-Committee I of the Palestine Ad Hoc Committee of the General 
Assembly on November 13 the United Kingdom Representative wag asked, inter alia, 
whether his Government would obstruct the following measures to be taken by the UN 
Commission during the transition period; the constitution of Provisional Councils 

of Government: the formation of militias in the two States: and the general work of 
the United Nations Commission, Sir Alexander Cadogan pledged his Government not 

to obstruct any of these measures. On December 11, Mr. Creech-Jones, speaking in 

the House of Commons, expressed his anxiety to facilitate a smooth transfer of powers 
to the successor authorities. As recently as January 20, Lord Listowel, speaking on 
behalf of the British Government in the debate on Palestine in the House of Lords, 
said that "Britain would not obstruct any condition imposed by the United Nations". 
70. The UN Commission is itself in the best position to know whether the Mandatory 
Power is offering the United Nations all aid and facilities in conformity with its 
own undertakings and its obligations under the Charter, There are, however, certain 
provisions of the implementation scheme which affect the security of the Jewish popu- 


lation so vitally that any failure to comply with them prejudices its welfare most 


gravely. 





71. In particular, the refusal of the Mandatory Power to allow immediate prepara- 
tions for the formation of a militia for the Jewish State has the effect of enhancing 
the prospects of Arab aggression and weakening the prospects of Jewish defence. In 
view of the fact that for the Arabs, as stated by the United Kingdom representative, 
"the killing of Jews transcends all other considerations", and that the United 
Nations has as yet provided no other means of preserving order in Palestine, the re- 
fusal to allow preparations for a militia ensures conditions in which the "transcen- 
dent consideration" of killing Jews shall have free scope. 

72. That a government should wilfully insist on leaving a country after a period of 


area, with the exception of 





trusteeship 
some units of municipal police, is an unusual episode in the history of government. 
The refusal is all the more difficult to understand in view of the fact that the 
Mandatory Government is called upon for no effort or exertion in establishing new 


agencies of security. No derogation is suggested from the Mandatory's sole 
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responsibility for maintaining law and order. The issue is whether a vacuum of se- 
curity shall be created by the termination of the Mandate in which those concerned 
to defend the incoming international regime will have to improvise their defence as 
best they can; or whether the termination of the Mandate will find a nucleus of a 
properly organized and well-equipped force ready to defend law and order. The 
Jewish Agency hopes that the Mandatory Power will not prefer the first alternative 

to the second or seek to impose that preference on the United Nations. 

73. Any delay in the preparatory steps for the formation of a militia is extremely 
perilous in the light of actual circumstances. Arab forces are pledged to wage war 
on the United Nations settlement. Jewish forces are preparing to meet the challenge 
by defending their territory and the verdict of the United Nations. The Arab forces 
can muster, mobilize, and arm without let or hindrance outside Palestine borders. 
Even within Palestine the Mandatory Power has admitted that in certain areas Arab 
bands exercise virtual administrative control. The Jewish forces, on the other hand, 
are restricted in their freedom of action inside Palestine and are blockaded by the 
British Navy from the outside world. It is in these circumstances that the United 
Nations seeks to create a balance of security by ensuring that any forces, Jewish 

or Arab, willing to defend the peace shall not be overwhelmed by superior aggressive 
force from any quarter. The request is refused by one of the original signatories 
of the Charter. 

74. A militia cannot be created overnight. Yet the militia in the Jewish State will 
pass overnight on May 15 into a position of sole responsibility as far as can be fore- 
seen, for the life of every man, woman and child within its frontiers. The supreme 
test of its capacity will come at once. One effect of the refusal to allow militias 
to be formed, is to create an absolute certainty that forces operating against the 
United Nations will seize their opportunity as soon as the Mandate ends. It is not 
in the nature of aggression to wait until defence is perfected. Peace is only 
secured when preparation for defence precedes and outweighs preparation for attack. 
75. The Jewish Agency assumes that the British delegation has submitted detailed 
justifications for so singular a policy which have not been vouchsafed to the public, 
Any discussion here must rest on the surmise that there are considerations which a 
member of the United Nations can hold above the security of peoples committed to its 


саге. The British Government may consider that the preparation of militias might 
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involve its own forces in the consequences of increased Arab violence. The idea 
that a Government's sole responsibility is to itself and that the future interests 
of its wards count for nothing cannot be easily sustained. 

The Immigration Provision 
76. The hopes of those forces which aspire to nullify the Assembly's Resolution 
have already been raised by the British refusal to comply with the recommendation 
for the evacuation of a seaport for substantial Jewish immigration by February 1. 
This recommendation reflected the deep concern of the General Assembly with the 
urgency of the problem of Jewish immigration into Palestine -— a problem whose 
acute character all recent reports of impartial tribunals have confirmed. Yet the 
solemn appeal of the Assembly, coming as it did in the wake of appeals made in the 
past by the President of the United States and the unanimous recommendation of the 
Anglo-American Committee which was appointed on the initiative of the British 
Government itself, has been of no avail. The British plea that the increase of 
Jewish refugee immigration would imperil security can hardly sound convincing when 
free rein is given to the incursion of Arab forces from outside. Moreover, to deny 
Jewish immigration on the ground that it will provoke Arab violence is to give that 


violence incentive and encouragement. 





Commission! 





s Arrival in Palestine 





77. Refusal to allow the Commission to proceed to Palestine in due time rules out 
the prospect of a smooth transfer which might ensure continuity of vital services, 
These services are already suffering through the disintegration of the Government's 
authority and its impotence to retain the loyalty of Arab or Jewish staff. British 
representatives have themselves admitted to the Commission that the administrative 
machine is in process of running down and that "the situation may well get worse". 
Yet this frank recognition has not lead to any greater readiness to give the Com- 
mission all the time, freedom and facilities required to correct a situation fraught 
with danger and suffering to the population. 

Conclusion 
78. In expressing the hope that ways may still be found of creating some harmony 
between the practice of the Mandatory Power and the conditions necessary for the im- 
plementation of the U.N. Resolution, the Jewish Agency relies on the statements of 


the British representatives themselves. 
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Addressing the General Assembly on November 26, 1947, Sir Alexander Cadogan 
said on behalf of the United Kingdom delegation: 

"T can assure the General Assembly that, if the present draft resolution is 
adopted, my Government will loyally accept it in so far as its terms do not conflict 
with the conditions laid down in the Colonial Secretary's speech of 26 September 1947 
and subsequent statements made by my delegation". 

79. In his further remarks Sir Alexander made it plain that the condition on which 
the United Kingdom Government insisted was that they would not "allow their troops 
and administration to be used in order to enforce" the Partition settlement. It will 
be noted that the resolution of the General Assembly does not invite the United 
Kingdom to use its troops or administration to enforce Partition. On the contrary, 
it provides other measures of enforcement through a scheme for the establishment of 
Provisional Councils of Government and militias in the two States and through reliance 
on the powers of the Security Council if the situation in Palestine should constitute 
a threat to the peace. At a meeting of Sub-Committee I of the Ad Hoc Committee of 
the General Assembly on November 13 Sir Alexander said that His Government would not 
obstruct the specific measures envisaged by the Assembly Resolution for the transition 
period, 
80. In its Resolution of November 29 the General Assembly 
"appeals to all Governments and all peoples to refrain 
from taking any action which might hamper or delay the 
carrying out of these recommendations". | 
Apart from this specific admonition it is relevant to recall that Article 2 of 
the Oharter reads in part: 
"A11 Members shall give the United Nations every assistance 
in any action it takes in accordance with the present Charter", 
81. In the House of Commons on December 11, 1947, the British Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Mr. Creech-Jones, said: 
"The decision of the Assembly is regarded by H. M. Government 
as the decision of a court of international opinion. This is 
not a grudging acceptance....We wish our authority transferred 
to our successors in an orderly manner. We can only express 
our hope....that the greatest respect will be shown this de- 


cision of the international authority." 
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On December 12, the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Bevin, declared: 
"I am not going and H.M. Government are not going 
to oppose the United Nations decision....There is 
the United Nations decision....If my colleagues or 
I can render any assistance....we shall do it." 
82. In the light of its own express statement as well as its permanent obligations 
under the Charter, the United Kingdom Government is thus clearly bound to refrain 
from action which might hamper or delay the carrying out of the Assembly's recommen- 
dations. Those recommendations, which concern future action, do not exonerate the 
United Kingdom Government from its immediate responsibilities for the maintenance of 
law and order in Palestine so long as its mandatory obligations last. Indeed, the 
British Government has itself insisted that it must bear that responsibility -- and 
bear it alone -— as long as the Mandate is in force. On November 13, 1947, Sir 
Alexander Cadogan made the following declaration to Sub-Committee I of the General 
Assembly's Ad Hoc Committee on Palestine: 
"So long as British troops remain in any part of 
Palestine, they must of course maintain law and 
order in the areas of which they are still in 
occupation", | 
On November 22, the British representative in the Ad Hoc Committee said: 
"So long as the mandate continues to exist, my 
Government insists on undivided control through- 
out the country", 
83. Quite apart from any specific obligations prescribed by international treaties, 
civilized governments are normally expected to secure the conditions of peaceful and 
orderly life. In surrendering their powers and responsibilities they may legitimately 
be required to ensure that their lawful successors inherit conditions in which human 
life can effectively be defended and vital services adequately maintained, These ob- 
ligations would seem to have special force in a country like Palestine where the 
British Government has no sovereignty or jurisdiction except that conferred upon it 
by an international Mandate; and failure to ensure stable conditions for a future law- 
ful regime would be particularly repugnant in a country such as Palestine which occu- 


pies a unique place in the reverence and spiritual concern of mankind.

84. The fact that the Mandatory Power may not approve of the plan recommended 
by the General Assembly would not seem to affect its duty to cooperate with the 
United Nations once the plan has been adopted. On November 13, 1947, sixteen days 
before the adoption of the Resolution on Palestine, the following exemplary obser- 
vations were made in the General Assembly on another issue! 
"If states are to permit themselves —— and to be permitted -- 

to cooperate with the Organization when it suits them and 

to stand aside, or to attempt to sabotage it when it does 

not, this Organization would be rendered wholly abortive. 

That, as a matter of fact, is a technique which is not with- 

out historical precedent and is all the more deplorable for 

that reason. We must now allow that technique to destroy 

this Organization".

The Jewish Agency for Palestine and the Vaed Leumi have learned with regret end 
astonishment of the attitude adopted by the United States representative in the 
Security Council concerning the United Nations Жейн бие on Palestine. 

The Jewish Agency and the Vaad Leumi declare: 

1. The Jewish people and the Yishuv in Palestine will —m any proposal 
designed to prevent or postpone the eStablishment of the Jewish State. 

2. We categorically reject any plan to set up a trusteeshin regime for Palestine, 
eran for a short period of time. A trusteeship would necéssurily entail a denial of 
the Jewish right to national independence. It would leave Palestine under a foreign 
military regime. 

3. The failure and disintegration of the Mandatory FR bn: the con- 
tinuation of which was unanimously rejected by the United Netions, necessitetes the 
early arrival in Palestine of the United Nations Palestine Commission. The Provisional 
Council of Government of the Jewish State should be recognized without delay by the 
United Nations Palestine Commission so that authority may be transferred to it as 
envisaged in the United Nations decisions. 

Ц. Upon the termination of the Mandatory administration — later then

In response to the demend of the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the Lebanese House of Representatives, the Premier and the Defence 
Minister of the Lebanon have presented to the House a report on the 
extent of current eid by the Lebenese government to the Arabs of 
Palestine. 

Arab Governments are determined to fight the partition of 
Palestine with all their force, the Premier declared in his report, 
according to all Lebanese newspapers. He emphasized that the Arab States 
have not recognized and will never recognise the United Nations decision 
on Palestine. 

| Lebanese Representatives also heard the Defence Minister's "еуе- 
witness account" of Arab volunteers’ attacks on Jewish settlements at. 
Huleh. These attacks, he said, would be strengthened and wa NU ii 
shape of a real "war" in the near future. He added that 211 activities, 
such as the collection of funds, registration and training of volunteers, 
assembling of arms, etc., are being supervised by himself end the Syrian 
Defence Minister in accordance with the resolutions adopted et the recent 
Premiere! conference in Cairo. 

The Defence Minister also reported that the Syrien Government 
has formulated its reply to the British representations against the "invasion" 
of Palestine from Syris. As a result of consultations with the governments 
of Areb League states, it was decided that the Syrian Government would 
emphasize that it is not in a position to restrain the feelings of its 
people. At the suggestion of Faris Al Khouri, Syria's chief delegate to 


the UN, the Government will at the seme time declare that it will 


continue to respect international relations as far as possible. 

Meanwhile, reliable Arab sources report that hundreds of Syrisns 
and Lebanese have crossed the frontier into Palestine with a large 
quantity of modern arms, particularly sub-machine guns, grenades and 
rifles. The troops are concentrated in the Safad and Haifa areas. 

It is also reported that the Mufti has succeeded in sending a 
large consignment of arms from Egypt to the Beersheba, Hebron and 
Jerusalem areas. The January Llith edition of A1 Masri quoted the 
Syrian Defence Minister as saying that training and arming in Syria is 
progressing satisfactorily and that an all-out attack against the 
Jewish community of Palestine can be expected in one month. Fawzi 
Kawikji, leader of the Arab "People's Army," has also mentioned 


February 15th as the date of a general attack against the Jews.

2. Roz El Yusef reports that the Arab League Secretariat has 
just received from the Indian and Afghanistan Governments a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition.

The same paper reports that the Mufti asked the Egyptian 
Premier for permission to transfer to Palestine all arms and anmu- 
nition acquired by his agents and envoys in Egypt, in the Western

Road Traffic 
eral Note 

Traffic on the Jerusalem ~ Tel Aviv road was seriously interrunted 
and, at times, stopped entirely during the first ten days of the Arab rioting. 
The Jewish Agency made repeated representations to the Police and Govern- 
ment regarding the state of security on the roads, particularly the Ramle 
section where vehicles had been attacked and Jevs murdered from December 1st. 
These representations proved unavailing. The Police were unable to provide 
adequate escort for Jewish convoys and, instead of permitting the Jews to 
defend themselves, continued searching Jewish vehicles for arms, compelling 
the convoys to proceed unescorted and unarmed, 

From December 3rd, Jewish convoys skirted Ramleh and took & rounda- 
bout route via Gezer, Nean, Rehovot and Hatiqva. When this route also proved 
unsafe following attacks at Kubeib, convoys travelled via Masmya and Rehovot. 
Attacks have occurred on this route as well. 

From December 10th, the Army took over responsibility for security on 
the Jerusalem - Tel Aviv road between the hours 0900 and 1600. Traffic passed 
through Ramle without incident on that day, but on the morrow a convoy was 
attacked at Yazur village. As a result there was no traffic on December 12th, 
Jewish traffic has since reverted to the Masmiya route. 

It must be stressed that the obvious intention of the Arab Higher 
Executive to interrupt Jewish traffic and thereby to deal the Yishuv a severe 
economic blew has to a considerable degree been rendered possible of achieve- 
ment by the utter failure of the authorities to provide elementary security 
on the main reads. Besides the Jerusalem - Tel Aviv route, stacks н 
panied by severe loss of life have taken place on the Hebron and Lydda roads. 
The number of Jews killed exceeds two score, while the wounded number more than 
twice this figure, Traffic on three roads, even in its present attenuated 


form, is unsafe to this day.

This repert has been compiled by a special messenger sent to Ben Shemen 
with the ambulance, escorted by armoured cers vhich sped to Ben Shemen imme- 
diately after the incident, The messenger gathered the material from & number 
of people on the spot. 

2. The convoy consisted of the following: 

1. A tender with nine J.S.P. including a sergeant; 

2. Five lorries; 

3. A tender with seven Haganah men. 
Its route vas Petah Tiqva - Migdal Zedek - Muzrieh -Koliah - Beit Маъа]1а - 
Khadita - Ben Shemen, 
2. Тһе convoy was attacked by heavy fire in Koliah or some 50 m, beyond the 
village. The attackers were Arabs who used rifles and a machine gun which, 
however, fired only a few rounds. Our people returned fire. The Haganah 
tender was damaged and a number of people were slightly wounded, The convoy 
continued on its way leaving the damaged tender behind. 
Ц. One of the lorries took fire near the Beit Naballa quarries, and the 
convoy stopped, Some of the men took up positions near the road, whilst 
others tied the damaged lorry to another one, At the same time an Arab bus 
arrived from Beit Naballa, The bus was full, and when the passengers saw our 
men in their positions, they stopped the bus and fled; the bus turned and drove 
back towards Beit Naballa, Some Arabs opened sporadic fire, our men returned 
fire, and the lorries contimed again. 
5. When the convoy was just opposite the Arab Legion camp near Beit Naballa, 
one of the lorries stopped for an as yet unknown reason; the others continued. 
At the same time another lorry arrived which was apparently the Army lorry 
which had collected the wounded men of the tender that had remained behind 


near Koliah. Between 150 and 200 Arab soldiers wearing red kefias burst forth

from the tents and opened fire on the lorries with Bren guns, Sten guns and 
rifles, from & distance of no more than 20 metres beyond the camp fence. 

6. 14 men were killed, 6 were seriously wounded and 4 were lightly wounded. 
The British Army lorry was also fired on. 

7. Arab Legionaries mounted the lorry and counted the dead in English and 
im Arabic, Yoram Goldman and Haim Kimchi simulated death and were thus 
spared. Then there were shouts of "Irjah" (come back), and the soldiers dis- 
appeared, 

8. The entire convoy, except for the tender that vas left between Koliah and 
Beit Naballa as well as the lorry that stomped near the Arab Legion cam, 
reached Ben Shemen and with them two of the lightly wounded, 

9, Not a single shot was fired by our men in Beit Naballa, nor was any 


grenade thrown, The bodies of the dead were taken to Beer Yaakov hospital.

The following information has been received from an absolutely unim- 
peachable source = 

The Arab Higher Executive is continually approaching the Mufti and his 
entourage with urgent and insistent demands for arms, money and men for the 
purpose of continuing the riots in Palestine. These approaches are nade from 
Palestine by means of special messengers as well as through regular channels 
of communication. These calls were formerly addressed to the Lebanon and 
are nov addressed to the Mufti in Egypt. Emil Ghoury has said quite plainly 
that the purpose of his trip to Egypt on December 16 vas to obtain arms, 
money and men. 

Consignments of arms are arriving from Transjordan on lorries belonging 
to Amin Kawar. The Arab Higher Executive office deals with the receipt, 
storage and distribution of the arms. During the last few days this duty 


may have been transferred to the new office of the Jerusalem "Boycott 


M 


Committee", Note: Mrs. Goldie Myerson informed the Chief Secretary some 
time ago of the place where the arms are received. 

Tewkif Saleh Husseini, Jamal Husseini's brother and Deputy Chairman of 
the Arab Party, and men of his entourage are permanently stationed in the 
house (i.e. the Boycott Office) and distribute arms. All this is carried on 
with the knowledge of the A.H,E. There is continuous contact between the 
А.Н.Е. office and the Boycott Office on the subject of arms, and people are 
sent from the A.H.E. office and from that of the Arab Party to Tewfik in the 
Boycott Office, Kamel 'Arikat is usually to be found at the Boycott Office 
assisting Tewfik. 

A.H.E, circles are voicing repeated complaints against the people of 
Hebron for not having so far participated in the rioting sufficiently, 
Attempts are being made to get the Mayor of Hebron, Mohammed Ali el Jabri, 
to go and see the Mufti so that the latter can influence him in the desired 
direction, Sheikh Sabri Abdin has been sent to Hebron by the A.H.E, for the 
purpose of inflaming the town and inciting it to action. 

There have been repeated requests to the A.H.É, emanating from various 
towns and villages - especially from Jaffa and Haifa – for reinforcements of 
money, men and arms. In Jaffa these requests are usually made by the Mufti's 
collaborators and agents such as Mustapha Š1 Taher, ‘Ali Dabagh, Mohammad 
Salim Abu Laban and Rafiq Tamimi, rather than by the official" representa- 
tives in the National Committee, The requests are usually addressed to Emil 
Ghoury and Dr, Fhalidi. 

Apart from the members of the A.H.E, who are engaged in organising 
"reinforcements" as best they can - Dr, Khalidi, Rafiq Tamimi and particularly 
Emil Ghoury, a number of A,H.E. officials also take part in this work: 


Mahmoud Uhri, Hamed Nah'wi, Jamil Shababi, Saleh Rimewi, Omar Tamimi, Abd El

Ra'uf Fares and Mohammed Ali Saleh. 

Тһе А, Е.П, has elaborate plans to starve out the Jewish towns, particu- 
larly Jerusalem, Everything possible is being done to prevent the sale of 
vegetables, eggs, etc., by Arab merchants and fellahin to Jews, This activity 
is not connected with the general boycott, which was in force before the out- 
break ofthe riots, and it must be related directly to the present situation. 
The A.H.Z, agents have been instructed to inform the A.H.E, office at once 
whenever they see any sale or transfer of Arab produce to Jews, In such cases 
the A,E,.E. sends some hooligans along to stop the sale, Kamel Arikat is the 
chief organiser of this particular activity. 

The A.H.E. is attempting to influence high Arab government officials to 
activity in the collection of funds and in influencing notables of various 
districts towards incitement and organisation for action, ‘Aref el ‘Aref is 
particularly active in Ramallah in the collection of funds for the A,.H.E. and 
is in continuous contact with the A.H,E, in Jerusalem. 

The tone of the Arab press, which is now entirely under the guidance and 
discipline of the A.H.Z., is sufficient to show the direction in which the 
A.E.E. is influencing the Arab population. One need only read the description 
of the incidents, headlines, comments, leading articles and the columnists, 

The Arab population in general knows very well whom it has to approach 
with complaints or requests in connection with the riots. The Franciscan 
Convent, for example, complained that Arab hooligans were using its buildings 
for their purposes and that they had installed guard posts. The superior 
officials of the convent approached the A.H.E., which imn reply, did not deny 
responsibility for what these hooligans were doing. 

The A, H, E, is sending all kinds of organisers, Mukhtars and other 


personalities to Egypt for the purpose of arms-smuggling and for talks with 


«a 


the Mufti, who gives them instructions and expounds his policy. The 
Egyptian consulate does not usually issue entry visas for Egypt except on 
the recommendation of the A.H.E., and at times the recommendation of the 
Mufti himself is necessary. 

Preparations for the attack on the Kfar Etzion convoy were carried on in 
close cooperation between the A.H.E, office and a number of people in Hebron 
and Bethlehem, among them Ayoub Musellam of Bethlehem. There is reason to 
believe that Issa Bandak, the Mayor of Bethlehem, also knew of the prepara- 
tions. Whenever the A,H.E. informed callers and collaborators of this act, 
the news was given out as a piece of good tidings, 

The theft of 400 rifles from the police school near Ramleh was carried 
out with the advance knowledge of the A.H.E. The removal of the arms and 


their storage were also carried owt in contact with the A,H,E. office.

Cabled Report from Jerusalem

According to information from reliable Arab sources in Syria, 
it is altogether untrue that recruitment of volunteers, purchase of 
arms and raising of funds in Syria and the Lebanon for use in Pale- 
stine, is being conducted by private persons or unofficial bodies 
от by a Pan-Arab military committee alleged to be sitting in а 
Damascus, 

The fact is that all these activities are being conducted by 
the Governments of these two countries. 

Officials of the Ministries of Defense in Beirut and Damascus 
have set aside all their normal functions and are now engaged in 
organising the supply of arms and men for terrorist activities in 
Palestine, 

The Minister of Internal Affairs of each of the two states, 
further, has instructed their respective frontier guards not to 
interfere with any Arab crossing from Syria or Lebanon into Pale- 
stine and vice versa, whether in possession of a passport or not. 
Instructions have also been given to the police and gendarmerie not 
to interfere with the traffic in arms and to customs officials not 
to check trucks going to Palestine, irrespective of whether they 
are carrying arms, food or medical supplies. 

At the same time, the two Finance Ministries are engaged in 
imposing new permanent taxes and special levies in support of their Cowrn- 
norte! Rlestine action, They are also busy securing hard currencies, 
including dollars and sterling, necessary for the purchase of arms 


from the Western countries. 


On the other hand such bodies as the Pan-Arab military committee, 
and the representatives in Syria and Lebanon of the Palestine Arab 
Higher Executive and of other organizations recently created there 
to help the Arabs of Palestine, serve only as a cover and an alibi 
for the Syrian and Lebanese Governments vis-a-vis the world at large 
and especially to ward off any reaction from the Security Council. 

Our information indicates that both Governments have apparently 
made up their minds to exploit the Palestine problem and the hostili- 
ties against the Jews, in order to kill two birds with one stone: 
namely, to preserve the unity of Palestine under Arab rule and to 


frustrate King Abdullah's plans for a Greater Syria.

Among the secret resolutions on Palestine adopted at the 
Arab League meeting in Cairo last week, are the following: 
1. To establish Headquarters in Syria for an all-Arab military 
committee, Training camps, military arsenals and medical supplies 
shall be set up in Syria.

Terrorism shall 
be planned with a view to the spreading and dispersal of the Jewish 
defense forces by creating numerous fronts inside Palestine in order 
to enable military action to achieve its aims in the minimum of 
time I d the minimum of forces and casualties, 
4, The Official military forces of the Arab States will guard 
the hinterland along the frontiers. The forces will not, however, 


participate in action inside of Palestine as long as British forces 


are present ыра, Even after the withdrawal of the British forces 
the official Arab armies will refrain from action inside Palestine, 
in the event that the Security Council sends an international force 
to Palestine. But if the volunteer Arab forces should suffer set- 
backs, or prove insufficient to overcome the Jewish defense forces 
and any international units, then a large part of the regular Arab 
army forces will be released from regular army duty and will go over 
to the ranks of the volunteers, 

si The seven Arab States shall provide funds on a proportional 
basis for the purchase of arms and medical equipment for volunteers 
to be sent to Palestine for military operations, (It is reported 
that an initial sum of 52,000,000 was indicated) Each state is to 
decide for itself the manner in which its share of these funds is 

to be raised, whether by imposing new taxes, increasing current 


taxes, or by direct allocation from its treasury. 





It is not yet known whether Transjordan approved the 
above decisions; nor is it clear further whether the decisions are

November while the United Nations was discussing Palestine a Syrian 
military mission left for Europe to purchase arms to fight against 
partition and also against the Greater Syria Plan, The mission con- 
sisted of Captain Aziz Abd-El Karim, Colonel Fawzi Tillo and 
Lieutenant Jamal Feizal. 

The mission visited France, Belgium and Czechoslovakia 
and made considerable arms purchases, Part of these arms were 
deliverable immediately and the remainder by installments at two, 
three and four months intervals. The Syrian Minister of Defense, 
who reported at length to the Arab League Council in Cairo on the 
types and quantities of these arms, succeeded in obtaining League 
consent for the dispatch of further missions to other countries to 
acquire additional weapons. He also obtained League approval for 
& proposal to concentrate money, equipment, ammunition and training 
in the hands of a special military committee to be set up in Syria 
and to conduct operations in Palestine under the direct supervision 
of the Syrian Government, With the support of Saudi Arabia and Egypt 
the Syrian Defence Minister also influenced the League against 
adopting a decision to sever economic ties with the western countries, 
so that the Arab states might be able to obtain American dollars and 
other hard currencies to purchase arms of European countries which 
badly need such currencies in order to stabilize their financial 


situation.

Conference of Arab Government heads continuing Cairo.  Oonference will 
protest against partition on Sunday by demonstration with participation 
members Egyptian Government and all parties and political factions.  Hither- 
to conference dealt with matters of finance and equipment, namely, provision 
of arms and supplies needed for long-time guerilla warfare in Palestine, 
Proportionally Egypt will bear 42% of cost. This financial aid does not 


include private contributions and donations from Arab and Islamic countries 





and contributions of Arabs living in Western countries. Regarding equip- 
ment it was provisionally decided to obtain equipment from Arab countries 
while seeking sources from West, Possibilities obtaining arms through 
foreign states, namely, Pakistan also considered. 

Regarding participation of Arab armies in Palestine, decided negatively 
for the time being. This will be considered at a later date in light of 
future developments, In the meantime — and training centres will 
be set up in all Arab states under supervision of experienced commanders 
to attack frontiers and assist Arabs fighting within Palestine, Volunteers 
from Arab and Islamic countries who are not members of Arab League such as 
North Africa, Sudan, etc. will also be accepted, Also trainers from Western 
countries, It is reported that a number of German prisoners of war who 
escaped from custody in Egypt are already directing training in Egypt and 
Syria as well as in Palestine, Proposal to establish Palestine Arab Govern- 
ment under Mufti was also for the time being rejected, apparently in view 
of strong objections from Iraq and Transjordan, On the other hand Trans- 
jordan premier stated that there are no grounds for reports that Arab Legion 


will take over Arab part of Palestine after British withdrawal. 





In the meantime the Mufti continues to press his henchmen in Palestine 
to continue action and exploit Jewish restraint in order to impress Arab 
Governments and peoples that Jewish strength is fictional and thus strengthen 


response for support of his plans.

Neither police nor army have after а fortnight succeeded in keeping 
the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv road open. Convoys are still proceeding unescorted 
and revolver licenses refused even to Egged bus drivers who held them 
during 1936-1939 disturbances. 

Permission is still not granted to bring out on to the roads the 
armoured cars of the Jewish settlement police now used for static defence 
of settlements on the grounds that this would infuriate the Arabs. As a 
consequence of this refusal settlement police escorts are forced to travel 
in open tenders and are mowed down, Of the 10 killed in the Kfar Etzion 
convoy five were settlement police; 12 killed in the Ben Shemen convoy 
today were also in open tender.

There have been numerous cases of police intervening on the Arab 
side in exchange of fire between Arab attackers and Jewish defenders.
